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Minutes, Annual Town Meeting 
March 14, 1989 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 


ARTICLE 1: To choose one (1) selectman for three (3) years, one (1) treasurer 
for one (1) year, one (1) library trustee for three (3) years, one (1) auditor for two 
(2) years, one (1) police commissioner for three (3) years, three (3) budget com- 
mittee members for three (3) years, one (1) budget committee member for two 
(2) years, two (2) planning board members for three (3) years, one (1) trustee of 
trust funds for three (3) years, and to choose all other officers and agents. Voted 
on during the day from 10:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. March 14, 1989. 


District Court Room, Town Hall Building: 

Pursuant to the foregoing Warrant for the Town of Wolfeboro’s Annual Town 
Meeting, March 14, 1989, was called to order at 10:00 A.M. by Moderator, Robert 
C. Varney. The Moderator opened the ballot box displaying an empty box to the 
voters present and then locked the ballot box. He then read Article 1 of the 198S 
Town Warrant. A motion was made by Stanley E. Stevens, seconded by Thomas 
A. O’Dowd, to waive any further reading of the entire Warrant. At this time, the 
Moderator announced that Article 1 and Article 22 would be voted on during the 
polling hours of 10:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M. in the District Court Room, with Ar- 
ticles 2 through 21 being voted on at the Town Meeting commencing at 8:00 P.M. 
at the Kingswood Regional High School Auditorium. Moderator Varney announc- 
ed that the Board of Selectmen had received a Protest Petition on Amendment 
9, and if the petition meets the legal requirements as outlined in RSA 675:5, that 
Amendment would require a % vote to pass with all other amendments requiring 
a majority. At this time, Thomas A. O’Dowd made the motion to refrain from reading 
Article 22 in its entirety, providing it is read in substance. Motion seconded by 
Stanley E. Stevens and carried. The remaining Warrant Articles will be read by 
the Moderator at the Town Meeting wherein each Article will be taken up individually 
and voted upon. 


Kingswood Regional High School Auditorium 8:00 P.M.: 

The 1989 Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator Robert C. Varney. 
The Moderator explained the rules for which he would be conducting the meeting 
and announced that there were a number of matters to resolve here tonight with 
Article 1 and Article 22 being voted on during the day and results of the election 
would be announced at some point during this meeting. At this point, the Moderator 
announced that he would be breaking tradition for the purpose of honoring some- 
one who has done alot for Wolfeboro over the years and recognized Selectman 
Shirley Ganem. Selectman Ganem announced to the audience that tonight the 
Town of Wolfeboro would be honoring Edward W. Zulauf who has served the Town 
of Wolfeboro for many years and asked Selectman Erickson to speak on his behalf. 
Selectman Erickson, ‘“‘Every once in awhile something very unusual happens to 
a community, such as Wolfeboro and the people in Wolfeboro are very understan- 
ding and very appreciative of the things that happen and are done in their behalf. 
It has been my pleasure since the early 50’s to work with Ed Zulauf and | have 
worked with him in many, many different capacities, but his main job in the town 
was that of Selectman and | estimate that he has been a Selectman for twenty- 
five plus years. It is not always easy to agree with him, but it is harder to disagree 
with him and | would hope that you really sincerely appreciate the efforts and the 
things that this man has done for our town of Wolfeboro and it is my very, very 
great pleasure to wish him a wonderful retirement and enjoy- 
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ment of his travelling and maybe, just maybe, to serve on one of our appointed 
boards. Would you please join me in thanking Ed Zulauf.’’ Mr. Zulauf received 
a standing ovation from voters and residents in the audience. The following peo- 
ple also spoke: Patricia M. Waterman, Town Clerk, who spoke for the Town 
Employees; Herbert Lamb, a resident of Wolfeboro; Katherine Moody, a resident 
and a friend. Selectman Ganem than presented Mr. Zulauf with a pewter bowl 
for all of his years of service. It was noted that only four of these have been made 
and the former Governor Sununu and Chief Justice of the Supreme Court were 
two of the persons who have received one and he was now one of the four. Ed- 
ward Zulauf then thanked the people of Wolfeboro. The Moderator continued with 
the Meeting announcing the following: 

He announced that there was at least one and maybe another Article that 
would be voted on by written ballot requiring a 24 vote to pass as required by the 
Municipal Budget Act. The Moderator announced the introduction of the Budget 
Committee Members, Selectmen, Town Manager and Town Clerk and explained 
that when a person wishes to make a motion he will identify himself after the 
Moderator has recognized him and the motion will have to seconded for the pur- 
pose of discussion with voters speaking for and against the issue. The Moderator 
then read Article 2. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$230,000.00 for the purpose of undertaking a revaluation of all real property in 
the Town of Wolfeboro, by a private appraisal firm approved by the State and to 
authorize the sum of $230,000.00 to be raised by the issuance of serial notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, (Chapter 33 of the 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated) and to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the date, 
maturities, denomination and rate of interest thereon. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee)(to be voted on by writ- 
ten ballot, 24 majority) The Moderator read the Article as presented and asked 
for a motion of the Article. Article moved for acceptance by Selectman Edward 
W. Zulauf, seconded by Selectman Shirley E. Ganem. Discussion followed. Select- 
man Zulauf spoke for the Article explaining the need for such action on the part 
of the voters. Town Manager Chester L. Spinney, Jr. spoke for the Article explaining 
the background for the reassessment indicating it was a result of the taxpayer’s 
petition filed with the Board of Land and Tax Appeals, resulting in an order to the 
Town Assessors and/or Selectmen to reassess the Town. The Moderator asked 
for further discussion, there being none he announced that the secret balloting 
of Article 2 would commence at 8:29 P.M. with the polls open for one hour until 
9:29 P.M. The results of the voting was 394 yes and 20 no. The Moderator declared 
the Article passed receiving the required 24 majority. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $150,000.00 for the purchase of a new rescue squad vehicle. Said money 
to be raised by the transfer of $60,000.00 and accrued interest from the Capital 
Reserve Fund entitled ‘‘Reserve for Rescue Squad Vehicle Replacement’’. The 
balance ($79,000.00 plus or minus) to be raised by issuance of serial notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, (Chapter 33 of the 
New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated) and to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to expend said monies upon receipt of a favorable report by a special Rescue 
Squad Study Committee appointed by the Board of Selectmen. Said committee 
shall report to the Board of Selectmen prior to June 1, 1989. (Submitted by the 
Board of Selectmen)(Not recommended by the Budget Committee)(To be voted 
on by written ballot, 24 majority). The Moderator read the Article in its entirety. 
Motion to move the Article made by Peter Hayes, seconded by Eliot Wyman for 
discussion. The Moderator recognized Peter Hayes, Captain of the Wolfeboro 
Rescue Squad who presented a very informative slide presentation, assisted by 


Lt. Eliot Wyman of the Rescue Squad. Motion was made by Selectman Erickson, 
seconded by David Senecal, to amend the Article which would read: ‘‘To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 to be placed in 
a capital reserve fund for the purpose of accruing surplus monies for the future 
purchase of a Rescue Department Vehicle. The fund to be invested and all in- 
terest earned will remain with the fund. Any expenditures from the fund shall be 
authorized by Town Meeting Vote.’’ The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
Article as amended. Selectman Erickson spoke for the amendment indicating that 
once again the Board of Selectmen felt that did not have sufficient time to review 
the material and also indicated that the Budget Committee had not had sufficient 
time. He reported that the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee met 
to discuss this particular issue and as a result of that meeting, both the Budget 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen agreed that for the best interest of everyone 
what the town ought to do is continue raising some capital funds to be put into 
an account so that a Rescue Unit could be purchased and would increase the 
amount already in the Capital Reserve Fund to approximately $90,000 reducing 
the over-all borrowing. He went on further to say that the Board of Selectmen and 
the Budget Committee did not seem to have enough information on the specifica- 
tions to make a good decision and that it was the intent of the Board , no matter 
how it goes, to have a citizen type committee to advise the Selectmen by looking 
at the specs and advise the Selectmen as to what they probably would suggest 
that the Board do. Captain Hayes spoke against the amended Article, indicating 
that the specs have been done for quite some time. The Moderator then asked 
if anyone wished to speak for the amendment, and recognized George Elkins, 
of the Budget Committee. Mr. Elkins indicated that the $150,000 amount is not 
a true bid figure, indicating ther were no firm bids, indicating that it is a guesstimate 
and felt that before they took something like this to the voters of this magnitude, 
they should have a firm price. He also cited that when a committee makes their 
recommendation and it goes out to bid, if the bid comes in at $150,001 the truck 
can not be legally purchased because the $150,000 was the figure that is in the 
Warrant Article and by State Law you cannot spend one cent more than what was 
voted. He advised the people to follow the advice of the Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee to vote for the Article as amended. He did emphasize, as well as did 
Selectman Erickson that they were not against the Rescue Squad Truck, but felt 
that the appropriating of the $15,000 to be placed in the Capital Reserve Fund 
then next year a true figure could be placed in the Warrant. Further discussion 
followed. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Article as amended. The 
Amendment was defeated. The Article as originally proposed was back on the 
floor. The Moderator recognized Stephen Wood. Mr. Wood made a motion to 
amend Article 3 to read: “‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $150,000.00 for the purchase of a new Rescue Squad Vehi- 
cle. Said money to be raised by the transfer of $60,000 and accrued interest from 
the Capital Reserve Fund entitled ‘‘Reserve for Rescue Squad Vehicle Replace- 
ment’’. The balance ($79,000.00 plus or minus) to be raised by the issuance of 
serial notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, 
(Chapter 33 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated) and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to expend said monies. (Submitted by the Board of Select- 
men)(Not recommended by the Budget Committee)(To be voted on by written ballot, 
2/3 majority). Motion to amend seconded by Peter Brewitt. Mr. Wood spoke for 
the Article as amended and indicated that he was not in the capacity of the Fire 
Department, but clearly here on his own behalf. A lengthy discussion followed. 
The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the motion to amend the Article as stated. 
The motion carried. He indicated that there had been an ample amount of discus- 
sion on the Article and stated that he had been informed by the Town Manager 
that because of the actual amount to be raised and expended would be less than 
$100,000, that there will not be a need for a written ballot under the Municipal 


Finance Act, but because of the credit of the Town being pledged he would have 
to certify that there was 24 majority, the vote would be made by a show of hands, 
asking several persons in the audience (designated by the Moderator) to make 
the count of the voters in favor of the amended Article. The results of the vote 
were 394 yes and 5 no. The Moderator declared the Article as amended adopted 
receiving the necessary 24 majority. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency fund 
of $5,000.00 to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise during 
the year. A detailed report of all expenditures from the contingency fund shall be 
made by the Selectmen and published in the Town Report. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee) Motion made to accept 
the Article by James Hill, seconded by John Ballard. The Moderator asked for 
discussion on the Article as read. There being none, asked for a voice vote. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sums 
of money, recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town expenses for 
the year ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. The Moderator read the Arti- 
cle and asked for a motion on the Article. A motion by James Hill, seconded by 
Warren Thompson to defer consideration of Article 5 until the results of Article 
2 have been received. The Moderator asked for voice vote, voice vote in the 
Affirmative. The results of Article 2 were 394 yes and 20 no. The Moderator then 
asked David Senecal, Chairman of the Wolfeboro Budget Committee, to announce 
the budget total. Mr. Senecal announced that the new figure is $8,118,511.00, 
which reflects the amount of $6,000.00 being added to the Budget as a line item 
for tree care that was inadvertently left out of the Budget and that the $230,000.00 
for the revaluation, Article 3, is already in the total as is the $150,000.00 for the 
Rescue Squad Vehicle, Article 4. A discussion followed on general concerns by 
the voters. Mrs. Terry Kennington questioned the amount shown in the line item 
“General Government Buildings’. Mr. Senecal responded that $70,000.00 had 
been added to that item for the renovation of the Town Hall building and indicated 
that the Town rents the building and at this point in time, the Town is in the posi- 
tion where more space is needed to be utilized for office space. Mr. Carl Mitchell 
questioned the type of lease the Town of Wolfeboro had with the Trustees of the 
building and Mr. Senecal responded that he did not have the information regar- 
ding the lease, but the renovations would include the upstairs and the first floor 
of the building. Selectman Erickson informed the audience that the plan is to in- 
stall an elevator on the first floor in order to utilize the upstairs area and the 
estimated cost for an elevator would be $40,000.00 installed. Mr. Paul Hatch ask- 
ed if any thought had been given to purchasing the Masonic Temple Building for 
Town Offices. Selectman Zulauf responded that the parking would create a large 
problem and did emphasize that that already exists with the present Town Hall, 
with the school personnel utilizing the parking lot in the rear. Mrs. Kay Moody 
asked why the upstairs of the Public Safety Building couldn’t be used. Mr. Senecal 
informed the audience that the Town Officials have looked into several options, 
such as the possibility of purchasing land to build a new facility, move the court 
room upstairs keeping the Town Offices on one floor. Mrs. Moody asked why the 
Town worried about the court. Selectman Erickson responded that the Town is 
trying very hard to work with Court and solve our space problem. Selectman Zulauf 
informed the audience that with the renovations that are planned, residents could 
take advantage of a Municipal Agent for the State of New Hampshire Motor Vehi- 
cle Department, being in the Town Offices associated with the Town Clerk’s Of- 
fice, to issue registration renewal stickers, plates, etc., which would be an advan- 
tage to the Town of Wolfeboro. A motion was made by Dennis Bean, seconded 
by Henry Maxfield, to amend the Budget by deleting $70,000.00 from the line item 
General Government Buildings, until such time a study committee is formed and 


input from the Town Office employees on how to efficiently operate the Town Of- 
fices is obtained. The Moderator announced that this could reduce the line item 
from $109,200.00 to $39,200.00 and would leave the total budget to be 
$8,048,511.00. The Moderator asked for discussion on the amendment and 
recognized Selectman Erickson who expressed, “‘I am surprised at that and disap- 
pointed also. We have spent considerable time in trying to improve what we have 
to work with for space and to have an employee of the Town amend it and pro- 
pose that they in turn decide what we are going to do is our of line. Our respon- 
sibility is to administer the Town and if your are going to put restrictions like that 
on things that we study and come up with then you don’t need us, really. | would 
beg of you to defeat the amendment. Mr. Bean responded that that was not the 
intent at all and that his reasoning was that the employees working with the facilities 
should have an input on what is changed, etc. Further discussion continued. The 
Moderator, after determining that ample time had been spent on discussion of 
the amendment, asked for a voice vote on the amendment as proposed. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the amendment carried. 
The Moderator asked for further discussion on the Budget as amended and there 
being none declared that the total budget amount for the Town of Wolfeboro, as 
amended would be $8,048,511.00. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to hire 
a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes, federal grants 
and bond anticipation notes. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen). The Moderator 
read the Article in its entirety. It was moved by Selectman Edward W. Zulauf, 
seconded by Chief Charles E. Foss. No discussion on the Article. Voice vote was 
in the affirmative and declared adopted by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Federal or any Govern- 
mental Unit or a private source which becomes available during the year in ac- 
cordance with the procedures set forth in New Hampshire Revised Statutes An- 
notated 31:95b the Board of Selectmen shall, before accepting funds from the 
above list of sources hold a public hearing to obtain the feeling of the Town. (Sub- 
mitted by the Board of Selectmen). The Moderator read the Article in its entirety. 
Article moved by Selectman H. E. Erickson, seconded by Mr. Charles Tarr. No 
discussion on the Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and declared adopted 
by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to establish a fee schedule to defray the cost of disposal of certain items at the 
incinerator, said authority to come under the provisions of RSA 149M:13ll. (Sub- 
mitted by the Board of Selectmen). The Moderator read the article in its entirety. 
Article moved by Selectman Edward W. Zulauf, seconded by Selectman H. E. 
Erickson. A lengthy discussion followed. Town Manager, Chester L. Spinney, Jr., 
spoke about the costs that are incurred by the Town, borne by the tax rate and 
felt that these should be borne by the people utilizing the facilities in the form of 
user fees. The Moderator brought the Article to a vote. Voice vote was in the 
negative and the moderator declared the Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to establish a fee schedule to defray the cost of operating the Town Beaches. 
(Submitted by the Board of Selectmen). The Moderator read the Article in its en- 
tirety. Article moved by Selectman H. E. Erickson, seconded by Peter Brewitt for 
discussion. The Moderator recognized Mr. Brewitt. Mr. Brewitt explained that these 
fees would be used to defray the costs of managing the Beaches, with the new 
Allen Albee Beach and Carry Beach being for taxpayers only. Ms. Michelle Gerasin 
raised the question on residents vs. non-residents and taxpayers vs. non-taxpayers 
and asked for a clarification of same. Mr. Brewitt explained that the beaches would 
be used by taxpayers and their guests and expressed the need for rules and 
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regulations to run the beaches. He indicated that he had a volunteer study com- 
mittee work on recommendations for the management of our beaches. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. Carl Shannon who expressed his opinion in that why 
should we sit here and say they can not use our lakes, our beaches, we tax their 
boats and now we are going to tax them to use our beaches and stated that we 
are here, we live off of these people, we enjoy these people, lets let them come 
up here and have a good time and not tax them a dollar for this and a dollar for 
that! The Moderator explained that this was to establish a framework for 
establishing protocol for the Selectmen to make some decision with the appropriate 
hearings. Selectman Erickson felt that there should be some basis for making 
charges eliminating the residents and the taxpayers and their guests to the Town 
of Wolfeboro. He indicated that he had received numerous calls complaining about 
the non-resident people utilizing the Carry Beach and perhaps establishing a fee 
system could prevent persons other than residents, taxpayers, and their guests 
using these facilities. The Board could study this and come up with a schedule 
that would have these people reimbursing the Town in the same manner as the 
taxpayer. Further discussion followed. The Moderator felt that there had been am- 
ple discussion on this Article and asked for a voice vote on the Article as read. 
Since it was uncertain on the voice vote, the Moderator asked for a stand-up vote 
with the results being 177 yes and 166 no. The Moderator declared the Article 
adopted. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize that the Conservation 
Commission be empowered to manage the Town Forests under the provision of 
RSA 31:112(11) and that any proceeds as might accrue from said forests be plac- 
ed in a separate conservation fund to be managed by said Commission. (Submit- 
ted by the Board of Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety. Arti- 
cle moved by Selectman Shirley E. Ganem, seconded by Mr. James W. Hill for 
discussion. No discussion on the Article. Voice vote in the affirmative and the 
Moderator delcared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to authorize the Con- 
servation Commission to retain the unexpended balance of its annual appropria- 
tion, said funds to be placed in the Conservation Fund as authorized by 
RSA 36-A:5 |. (Submitted by the Conservation Commission) The Moderator read 
the Article in its entirety. The Article was moved by Mr. Warren Thompson, second- 
ed by Mr. John Ballard for discussion. No discussion. The Moderator asked for 
a voice vote; voice vote in the affirmative and the Moderator decicared the Article 
adopted. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue subject of gates and 
bars and make Class VI a section of the Trask Mountain Road beginning 50’, more 
or less, northeast of where Trask Mountain Summit Road joins the Trask Moun- 
tain Road and proceeding northeasterly along the Trask Mountain Road until such 
road, after turning east, comes to the Ossipee/Wolfeboro Town line pursuant to 
RSA 231:45. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) The Moderator read the Arti- 
cle in its entirety. Article moved by Selectman Edward W. Zulauf, seconded by 
Selectman H.E. Erickson for discussion. The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Lang, 
President of the North Wolfeboro Area Association, who explained the background 
for the discontinuance of a section of the Trask Mountain Road. He indicated that 
the Trask Mountain Road heads northeast out of North Wolfeboro and the sec- 
tion down the back of Trask Mt. Road heading toward Ossipee has been im- 
passable for at least sixty years and is presently a Class VI road. The top of the 
Trask Mountain Road is classified as Class V. He indicated that with gates and 
bars, two things are established; no maintenance, which is the case with a Class 
VI and the Town would be relieved of liability while retaining ownership of the land. 
Further discussion followed. A motion was made to amend the Article by correc- 
ting a typographical error which should be ‘‘subject to”’ and not ‘‘subject of’’, mo- 
tion made by Selectman Erickson, seconded by Selectman Zulauf. 
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The Moderator read the Article , as amended, and asked for further discussion 
on the Article. There being no discussion, asked for a voice vote on the Article 
as amended. Voice vote in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article 
adopted. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men of Wolfeboro to designate the Town Meeting for the Town of Wolfeboro to 
be held on a day other than the same day of elections. (Submitted by petition) 
The Moderator read the Article in its entirety. A motion to pass over was made 
by Mr. Paul Hatch, seconded by Dr. Lawrence Toms. Voice vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
man to grant a right-of-way for access across Town owned property (lot 10-4-5) 
in exchange for the existing right-of-way across lot 10-4-5 granted by the Town 
by quitclaim deed to Ashton Chamberlain December 6, 1962. (Submitted by the 
Board of Selectmen) Moderator Varney read the Article in its entirety and then 
asked for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Ganem, second- 
ed by Thomas A. O’Dowd. Selectman Ganem explained the Article. ‘Since we 
don’t have a town map here, this property is in Wolfeboro Falls, where the Town 
Parking Lot is located. Mr. Dumont purchased the property next to the railroad, 
has a right-of-way coming out along our parking lot, that right-of-way is in existence, 
but the State does not want us to have another curb cut because we already have © 
two curb cuts because of our own parking lot. The Board of Selectmen did ap- 
prove that we would let them use their right-of-way and come out and use the 
curb cut that is already there. Meaning to crossing over Town property and using 
that curb cut. Our Town Attorney informed us that this had to be a vote of the 
Town; the Board of Selectmen could not do that alone because it is like selling 
property. What it is doing is, it is exchanging the use of our property, instead of 
the property having another curb cut.’’ Moderator Varney asked for further discus- 
sion on the Article. The Moderator recognized Robert Charnock, Chairman of the 
Wolfeboro Planning Board. 

Robert Charnock: ‘‘Mr. Moderator, the property that Mrs. Ganem described 
is a subject of a site plan which was submitted to the Planning Board for review 
for possible approval so that the building which is next to the railroad tracks and 
also next to the Odd Fellows building, where there is a fitness center and where 
Lauber Carpet business used to be, so that the building next to the tracks, which 
is presently two family, rented can be converted on the first floor to a restaurant 
of approximately 50’. To do so, requires additional parking spaces and the seven- 
teen spaces required in the Zoning Ordinance would be provided on the building 
owner’s land to the rear of the building. To get there, traffic would enter between 
that building and the railroad tracks on a one way going in, fifteen foot driveway 
for customer vehicles, trucks and the like. All of that traffic would enter there from 
Center Street and would exit the back lot going into the Town’s Parking Lot on 
the far side beyond what was Lauber’s Carpet building. The site plan has not been 
approved or denied. The complete information for our consideration was submit- 
ted only two weeks ago. The Planning Board does not have the right to grant this 
permitted use that is sought to travel over the Town’s Parking Lot. Town Council 
says it must be under an Article such as this, which | think Mrs. Ganem just said 
and the State Department caused all of this. The owner’s right-of-way next to the 
Town’s Parking Lot is not sufficient in the eyes of the State to be added to the 
exits that are already there because they all face onto 109A. State says that if 
there are only two then they would consider the resulting traffic and if the Town 
votes for this tonight, the Selectmen would still have to go to the State at some 
future time for the final approval for the additional traffic. On the basis that if the 
Planning Board then approves the plan.’’ The Moderator then recognized Select- 
man Ganem: 

Selectman Ganem: “The passage of this Article, by Town Meeting, does not 


mean that the Planning Board cannot do what they have to do. The Planning Board 
can even deny this. Deny the plan of the person before the Planning Board, this 
has nothing to do with that.’’ The Moderator recognized Allen Stevens, Chairman 
of the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 

Mr. Stevens: ‘‘! would like to address this for a couple of reasons; one some 
history on it. In the past five or seven years there have been five restaurants pro- 
posed on this strip of road that starts at Willow Street or approximately next door 
to the Diamond Lumber to the intersection of 109-28 or Shannon’s Grocery Store 
or Kevin Pheeney’s place of business right now. For those five to seven years, 
it has been a major concern by every Board in this Town, the Selectmen, the Plan- 
ning Board, the Zoning Board and the others, about the traffic and the safety in 
there. It seems remarkable that all of a sudden it seems to be supported to put 
more traffic in that area. If you have no idea what the traffic is there, this after- 
noon in a fifteen minute period between quarter of five and five o’clock, 342 vehicles 
passed through there. | would let you decide whether today was a heavy traffic 
day or not. This is right at the intersection. The other part that has not been discuss- 
ed, there is somewhere between seventeen and eighteen parking spaces 
delineated in that parking lot as it sits there today. The proposal is to make it more 
narrow and put in a buffer strip along the same or improved site line. | guess | 
question if it even meets the town parking requirements of the Zoning Ordinance. 
This needs to be reviewed. It does definitely have the possibility of deleting a space 
or two in that lot. Everybody in the whole area and all these restaurants that were 
proposed say, oh, we can use the Town Parking Lot. | don’t know where the park- 
ing is going to go or come from if we keep giving it away. The twelve foot right-of- 
way into the property was to have access to it and now they need another one 
and in the Planning Board minutes it states that, gee, we may not be able to plow 
that lot, we’d have to push the snow into the Town’s Lot and then we would pick 
it up. Somewhere in this Town the voting public has to give a signal to every single 
Board in this town that there is no parking in Wolfeboro to be given away by any 
Board; that the parking has to be supplied by each residence, each business as 
they make their proposal. If they can’t meet it, they’ve got to do it on their own 
they can’t get it from the taxpayers.’’ The Moderator recognized John Osgood. 

Mr. Osgood: ‘“‘My name is John Osgood and | live in Wolfeboro Falls and 
| am quite familiar with this lot. | think, initially when this right-of-way was given, 
it was initially given for a lot that is possibly 100 x 80, maybe. They are asking 
to put seventeen or eighteen parking spaces on this one lot. | believe when this 
right-of-way was given, it was not given with the intent that this lot would be com- 
pletely covered by parking spaces and | also further believe that they had no idea 
of the type of congestion that would be coming through there. |, personally, don’t 
feel that they should be swapping right-of-ways for possibly a house lot for a park- 
ing area that is going to have seventeen cars entering and leaving. | also think 
people should know that this one lot is abutting a residential area and all traffic 
coming into this area, the lights will be shining in these houses and | don’t feel 
that the Selectmen should have the right to take a small 12’ passage way and 
promote it for a restaurant parking in a residential area, and | believe it would 
be an injustice to the people in the area that are using that commercial lot now, 
the town parking. I’m not sure just how much parking would be taken from the 
town parking, but | do believe it would be substantial for that corridor.”’ The 
Moderator asked if anyone wished to speak for the Article, at which time Select- 
man Ganem responded. 

Selectman Ganem: | don’t think it is fair for people to get the idea that the 
restaurant or the owner is going to be using the Town Parking Lot for parking of 
their vehicles. They have the right number of parking spaces for their vehicles 
and this is a legal right-of-way and what you are doing is, you are denying access 
to a legal right-of-way.’ 

Allen Stevens: ‘‘l did not mean to make any insinuation that they are going 
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to use these parking spaces of these town lots for this particular application. They 
are using part of the lots to make their lots workable and under town tax cards, 
as of right now, it is listed as .23 acres, it’s about quarter of an acre lot.’’ The 
Moderator recognized Chief of Police, Stanley E. Stevens. 

Chief Stevens: “‘There is an existing right-of-way from that property to the 
main road. The State says you can’t have a curb cut. The thing that is intended 
by this particular Article is that you allow access into an occupied parking lot. That 
means that you are going to put the turnover of that restaurant through that already 
crowded parking lot several times a day. Do you want to accept that risk of addi- 
tional traffic into that lot never mind if you are going to exit into an already 
dangerous section?”’ 

The Moderator asked for further discussion and at this point, Mr. James Lowry 
was recognized stating that presently there is a gym that is utilizing the Town Park- 
ing Lot and this person already has the right-of-way and he wants to use his own 
land for his own parking and will not overburden the Town’s Parking Lot as does 
the gym. He felt that this person already has a legal right-of-way anyway, so why 
not approve this Article. The Moderator then recognized Mr. John Osgood. 

Mr. Osgood: ‘‘By giving them this right-of-way, will change the right-of-way 
also. He is going to be putting three lots across this right-of-way rather than one. 
When that right-of-way was granted to them, where it was granted, it was granted 
for that one lot. Now your have people entering on a restaurant lot, where there 
is already a building and they purchased another lot from the Wolfeboro Railroad 
for additional parking and entering into this parking lot, plus that lot that is already 
there, so you are establishing a right-of-way for three lots and not one.”’ The 
Moderator asked for further discussion on the Article and there being none, he 
asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared 
the Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 15: Rescind the name (Allen Albee) given by the Selectmen to the 
recently acquired Town Beach on Lake Wentworth. To determine a name a con- 
test should be held for all Wolfeboro resident students currently enrolled in the 
Governor Wentworth School District. A panel of judges comprised of Wolfeboro 
citizens will be appointed to review all entries and select a winner. (Submitted 
by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its’ entirety. A motion to pass over 
was made by Mr. James W. Hill, seconded by Curtis Pike. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 16: Establish a Town Ordinance prohibiting the transport of any 
unconfined domestic animal in the open bed of a vehicle. Violators will be subject 
to fines. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its’ entirety. The 
Article was moved by Donald Benjamin, seconded by Bruce Twyon. Donald Ben- 
jamin spoke for the Article and made a motion to amend the Article to read: 
“Establish a Town Ordinance prohibiting the transport of any unconfined domestic 
animal in the open bed of a vehicle. Offenders will be subject to a violation as 
defined by the Criminal Code of the State of New Hampshire. General penalty 
of Town Ordinance 6:7.’’ Motion seconded by Eliot Wyman. The Moderator ask- 
ed for discussion on the Amendment as read. There being no discussion he then 
asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was uncertain so he asked for a stand-up vote 
and with the count being unanimous on adopting the Article. The Moderator 
declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro, will vote to voice opposition 
to the licensing of Seabrook Station on the basis that: 

1. We, the rate payers, do not want to be saddled with the expense of an 
ill-conceived and ill-managed project. 

2. We, as electricity consumers, do not want to be responsible for the pro- 
duction of nuclear waste for which there is no proper means of disposal. 

3. We, as electricity consumers, do not want to be responsible for the nuclear 
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accident which could occur during electricity production for which there is no 
realistic evacuation plan. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article 
in its’ entirety. Moved to table indefinitely by John Ballard seconded by Steve Wood, 
not debatable. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the motion to pass over. 
Since it was uncertain on the voice vote and since it required a 24 majority, the 
Moderator asked for a stand-up vote. Motion to pass over was defeated 153-88. 
The Moderator then announced that discussion would now commence on Article 
17 and recognized Mr. Brooke Campbell who spoke for the Article. Mr. William 
Donovan also spoke for the Article. After discussion of the Article the Moderator 
asked for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote being uncertain, the Moderator 
asked for a stand-up vote. The stand-up vote was in the affirmative. The ters jo 
delcared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to declare Wolfeboro a nuclear free 
zone in order to promote the health and well being of its people. There shall be 
no design, developmental research, testing, production, or deployment of nuclear 
weapons within the Town of Wolfeboro nor may any nuclear energy be produced 
within the Town. No nuclear weapons, nuclear fuel, or nuclear wastes, resulting 
from nuclear weapons or nuclear power production may be transported through, 
disposed of, or stored within the Town of Wolfeboro. (Submitted by petition) The 
Moderator read the Article in its’ entirety. A motion to pass over was made by 
Mr. Paul Hatch, seconded by Mrs. Kay Moody. Motion to pass over defeated by 
voice vote being a %4 majority. William Donovan moved the Article, seconded by 
Brooke Campbell. Brooke Campbell spoke for the Article. Mrs. Maria Varney ques- 
tioned the nuclear medicine in the hospitals. Mr. Paul Hatch read an amendment 
to the Article which the Moderator read: ‘To see if the Town will vote to declare 
Wolfeboro a nuclear free zone in order to promote the health and well being of 
its people. There shall be no testing, production or deployment of nuclear weapons 
within the town of Wolfeboro nor may any nuclear fuel, or nuclear wastes, resulting 
from nuclear weapons or nuclear power production may be transported through, 
disposed of, stored within the Town of Wolfeboro, provided however that nothing 
contained in this declaration shall apply to the use, storage, transportation or 
disposition of nuclear materials associated with hospitals, pharmacies, licensed 
medical or dental practitioners.’’ Motion seconded by Bruce Twyon. Paul Hatch 
spoke for the Article as amended. The Moderator asked for further discussion on 
the Article as amended. There being no further discussion, the Moderator asked 
for a voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article, as amended, adopted. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s Represen- 
tatives to the General Court to respond to our solid waste crisis by taking all 
necessary measures to insure that New Hampshire adopt legislation that will per- 
mit consumers to return for refund of deposit within New Hampshire all soda, beer, 
wine coolers and liquor containers and that all unclaimed deposit monies shall 
be collected by the state and no less than 80% shall be returned annually to local 
municipalities for the sole purpose of implementing, expanding and reimbursing 
community recycling projects. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Ar- 
ticle in its’ entirety. The Article was moved by Ms. Sally Perkins, seconded by 
Mr. Allen Stevens. Ms. Perkins spoke for the Article and read a lengthy presenta- 
tion on why this Article should be adopted. The Moderator asked for further discus- 
sion, there being none asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Board of Selectmen 
to retain in perpetuity Wolfeboro Tax Map Parcel 11-6-3, off Pine Hill Road, State 
Route 109A, consisting of about 37 acres of land now owned by the Town, as 
a Town Forest under the management of the Wolfeboro Conservation Commis- 
sion. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its’ entirety. Article

moved by Mr. Gordon Reade, seconded by John Ballard. A discussion followed. 
Mr. Justin Tibbetts spoke for the Article on behalf of the Wolfeboro Falls Associa- 
tion. Mr. Curtis Pike pointed out that it should be a forest, but the word perpetuity 
means forever and perhaps the voters may want to think about this action. Select- 
man Zulauf explained the location of this parcel in that it is located on Route 109A, 
on land that surrounds the Brockhouse Industry and includes the old stump dump 
and contains approximately twenty-three (23) acres more or less. He indicated 
that this land was set aside by the Town for industry in the event that the Town 
had an industry come in there would be a place to put it. He did say that the passage 
of this Article would be entirely up to the voters and would depend upon whether 
or not the Town would honor prior commitments or not. The Moderator asked for 
further discussion on the Article. There being none, asked for a voice vote on the 
Article. Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared the Article 
defeated. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Select- 
men to sell the property Known as the South Wolfeboro Fire Station (tax map 4-2-38) 
for the fair market value as estimated by a professional appraiser. (Submitted by 
petition) The Moderator read the Article in its’ entirety. A motion to pass over was 
made by Mr. Gordon Reade, seconded by Eliot Wyman being not debatable. Mo- 
tion to pass over defeated. Article moved by Mr. Eugene Leone seconded by War- 
ren Thompson. Mr. Leone spoke for the Article explaining that this property abuts 
his property and he would be interested in purchasing this. A discussion followed 
on the merits of moving the building for historical restoration purposes. The 
Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Article as presented. Voice vote in the 
affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 22 To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Zoning Amend- 
ments: The following are the results of the vote on Zoning Amendments voted 
upon during the voting hours of 10:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M.:

(Submitted by petition)(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen)(Recom- 
mended by the Budget Committee) 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency fund of 
$8,000.00 to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise during 
the year. A detailed report of all expenditures from the contingency fund shall be 
made by the Selectmen and published in the Town Report. (Submitted by the Board 
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of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee) 

ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sums 
of money, recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town expenses for 
the year ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes and 
federal grants. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen)

ARTICLE 15: To see if the town will vote to elect the Director of Parks and 
Recreation pursuant to the provisions of R.S.A. 41-2; said election to commence 
with the March 1991 town meeting.

ARTICLE 16: “Hereafter, the Allen Albee and the Carry beaches in the Town 
of Wolfeboro shall be open for use only by taxpayers and residents of the Town 
of Wolfeboro and their guests.’’

22, 1990, as Earth Day 1990, and to set aside that day for public activities pro- 
moting preservation of the global environment and launching the ‘‘Decade of the 
Environment’. (Submitted by petition) 

ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to limit to two (2) the number of 
consecutive terms that may be served by any individual on the Planning Board, 
Board of Selectmen of the Board of Adjustment, and limit to one (1) the number 
of consecutive years any individual can preside as Chairman of any of the above 
referenced Boards. (Submitted by petition) 

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town wil vote to make the members of the 
Planning Board appointed by the Board of Selectmen as provided for in RSA 673:2 
and in accordance with RSA 673:5. (Submitted by petition) 
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ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordinance 
regarding the use of the Wolfeboro Town beaches: 


TOWN BEACH ORDINANCE 


1. Use of Carry Beach and the Allen Albee Beach shall be limited to residents 
and taxpayers of the Town of Wolfeboro and their guests. 
a. For the purposes of this ordinance, the term ‘“‘guests’’ shall include 
overnight guests at any hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist 
home, bed and breakfast or housekeeping cottage situated in the Town of 
Wolfeboro. 
2. Motor vehicle parking at Carry Beach and the Allen Albee Beach shall be by 
parking permit or guest pass only. 
a. Each resident and taxpayer shall be entitled to one parking permit for each 
motor vehicle registered to that taxpayer or resident. 
b. Each hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist home, bed 
and breakfast or housekeeping cottage shall be entitled to one guest pass for 
each rental unit providing overnight accomodations maintained by it within the 
Town of Wolfeboro. 
c. Parking permits shall be issued annually by the Wolfeboro Town Office to 
residents and taxpayers upon presentation of motor vehicle registrations. Parking 
permits shall not be transferable. 
d. Guest passes shall be issued annually by the Wolfeboro Town Office to each 
hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist home, bed and breakfast 
or housekeeping cottage upon request, provided that the total number of guest 
passes issued in any one calendar year shall not exceed the total number of 
overnight rental units maintained by the hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging 
house, tourist home, bed and breakfast or housekeeping cottage within the Town 
of Wolfeboro. 
e. A parking permit or guest pass shall be valid for a period of one year com- 
mencing January 1. | 
f. The Board of Selectmen shall establish fees to defray the cost of annually 
printing the parking permits and guest passes. In no case shall the fee exceed 
Two Dollars ($2.00) for each permit or guest pass issued. 
3. Any person parking at Carry Beach or the Allen Albee Beach without a valid 
parking permit or guest pass shall be in violation of the Town of Wolfeboro park- 
ing regulations and shall be fined Five Dollars ($5.00) for the first offense, Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) for the second offense and Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) for each subse- 
quent offense. Fines are payable within forty-eight (48) hours at the Wolfeboro 
Police Station. Fines not paid within forty-eight (48) hours shall be subject to an 
additional penalty of Five Dollars ($5.00). Vehicles parked in violation of this or- 
dinance are subject to being towed at the owners’ expense. 
and further: 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) to defary the cost of printing the parking permits and 
guest passes. (Submitted by petition) 

ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will send a message to the 
Legislature and Governor calling for a comprehensive toxics law requiring coor- 
dinated programs of planning, research and development, education, enforcement, 
and economic incentives to achieve toxics reduction by substitution with safer 
substances. (Submitted by petition) 

ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to procure a free energy audit for 
all Town Buildings as provided by Public Service of New Hampshire. (Submitted 
by petition) 

ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to require all Town Offices to pur- 
chase paper and other products made of recycled materials whenever possible. 
(Submitted by petition) 
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ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will instruct the Board of Selectmen to ap- 
point a committee on recycling. The committee shall be responsible for investigating 
methods for recycling and available markets for recyclables. The committee will 
assist in the plan for development of a resource recovery transfer station. (Sub- 
mitted by petition) 

ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following zoning 
amendments: 

Amendment 1: To see if the Town will vote to delete Article VIII, Open-Space 

Preservation Option and delete Article XVII, Planned Unit Development and 

replace them with a new Article Vill, Open Space Residential Development 

Option to read as follows: 

8.0 Open-Space Residential Development Option 

8.1 Purpose - The purpose of this Article is to allow an alternative to the 
basic provisions of conventional residential subdivision practices. This alter- 
native encourages the environmentally sound development of land and pro- 
vides for the preservation of open space, the protection of natural resources 
and the creation of attractive living environments. 

8.2 Objectives: In order to achieve the purpose of this Article, the specific 
objectives are to: 

8.2.1 Allow flexibility and creativity in design; 

8.2.2 Discourage development sprawl and consumption of rural and/or 
agricultural land; 

8.2.3 Create residential environments which provide adequate open 
space amenities adjacent to living areas; 

8.2.4 Facilitate the economical, efficient and environmental provision of 
public services; 

8.2.5 Provide a more efficient use of land in harmony with its natural 
characteristics; 

8.2.7 Preserve usable contiguous open space, agricultural land, tree 
cover, recreation areas, scenic vistas and wildlife habitats. 

8.3 Zoning Districts Allowed: The Open Space Residential Development 
Option shall be permitted in General Residence District (GR1A, GR1, GR2) 
and the Agricultural District. 

8.4 Applicability of Other Regulations: Where specific development re- 
quirements are addressed in this Article, they shall supersede any other Town 
regulation. Where specific development requirements are not addressed in 
this Article, the most stringent of any other Town regulation shall apply. 

8.5 Standards of Review: The development of land under this article is 
deemed a subdivision under RSA 674:35. 

8.5.a. Proposal Review - The proposal shall be reviewed by the Plann- 
ing Board to meet all of the provisions provided for under RSA 674:36 
ll as the Board deems applicable. In addition, development proposals 
shall be reviewed under the procedures and requirements of the Sub- 
division Regulations as amended. The Board shall consider the special 
nature of this type of development and shall determine prior to approval 
that the purpose and objectives in 8.1 and 8.2 above have been met. 
8.5.b. Legal Document Requirement & Review - The Board shall re- 
quire any and all legal associations, agreements, and documents con- 
sidered necessary to assure that the objectives of this Article are met. 
This may include but not be limited to: 

1. A Home Owners’ Association; 

2. Deed Restrictions; 

3. Transfer of Use Rights’ 

4. Maintenance Agreements; 

5. Development Improvement Agreements; 

6. Conservation Easement; and 

7. Financial Securities for Development Improvements 
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8.6 Definitions: 
8.6.1 Access Road - A public or private street providing a way of ap- 
proaching or entering a tract. 
8.6.2 Active Open Space - Land to be permanently retained for non- 
commercial uses on which improvements may alter the natural landscape 
but provide for the benefit of the residential occupants. Uses may include 
but are not limited to active farming, playgrounds, playing fields, swim- 
ming pools, community centers, amphitheaters, and such other uses the 
Board may consider appropriate. 
8.6.3 Board - The Planning Board of the Town of Wolfeboro. 
8.6.4 Conservation Open Space - Environmentally sensitive areas that 
are to permanently remain in their natural state. Any alteration of land 
or drainage, including the removal or planting of vegetation, shall be solely 
for the benefit of wildlife habitat and natural resource protection. 
8.6.5 Conventional Subdivision Practices - The practice of dividing pro- 
perty for residential use into substantially homogeneous lots, requiring 
minimum lot sizes and frontage widths, and normally appearing in a 
uniform grid pattern. 
8.6.6 Environmentally Sensitive Areas - Land which, upon alteration 
of natural conditions, would likely affect public health, safety or welfare 
or would likely affect unique ecological characteristics including but not 
limited to wetlands, steep slopes, unique wildlife habitat, unique flora and 
fauna, ledge, stream beds, water bodies, significant stands of trees, in- 
dividual trees of significant size, scenic vistas, archeological sites and 
cemeteries. 
8.6.7 Limited Use Open Space - Land to be permanently retained for 
non-commercial uses which maintains the integrity of the natural land- 
scape and provides use amenities for residential development. Uses in- 
clude but are not limited to forestry practices, recreational trail networks, 
community gardens, preservation of historical sites, picnic areas, and 
other passive recreational uses. The Board may allow accessory buildings 
where applicable. 
8.6.8 Tract - A defined area of contiguous land. 
8.7 Development Requirements: 
8.7.1 Permitted Uses - Residential Areas 
a. Single family detached dwellings 
b. Duplexes, provided that each dwelling unit has direct access at 
the ground level and shares a common wall with the other unit 
c. Multi-family dwellings with 4 units or less, provided that each dwell- 
ing unit has direct access at the ground level and shares at least 
one wall with another unit 
8.7.2 Minimum Tract Area - The minimum tract area for an open-space 
residential development shall be ten (10) contiguous acres. 
8.7.3 Permitted Density - The following steps shall determine the per- 
mitted density: 
1. Determine maximum density of the tract permitted by the High 
Intensity Soil Survey requirements of the Subdivision Regulations. 
2. Determine the maximum density permitted under Article 5.0, Lot 
Requirements, of this ordinance: One unit per acre in the GR1A, GR1, 
and GR2 Districts; one unit per five acres in the Agricultural District. 
3. The lesser density determined by #1 and #2 above shall be the 
permitted density within the tract. 
8.7.4 Minimum Lot Size - The minimum lot area for residential dwelling 
sites shall be flexible to allow for consideration of dwelling sites and types, 
landscape and topography, adjacent open space and access. 
8.6.5 Tract Footage - Minimum frontage on an access road to the tract 
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shall be one hundred feet. This may be divided in two fifty foot frontage 
widths to provide two points of ingress/egress. 
8.7.6 Yard Requirements - 

8.7.6.a Front yard requirements for lots fronting on any existing or 
proposed streetwithin the development shall be a minimum of fif- 
teen (15) feet from the ROW or thirty (30) feet from the edge of pave- 
ment, whichever distance is greater. Front yard requirements for lots 
fronting on an access road shall be in character with existing building 
setbacks. 

8.7.6.b Side and rear yard requirements for dwelling unit sites shall 

be flexible to allow for the consideration of proximity of other building 

sites, landscape and topography, adjacent open space, and view 
protection. 

8.7.6.c A minimum distance of twenty (20) feet shall be maintained 

between buildings on separate lots. A minimum distance of twenty 

(20) feet shall be maintained between buildings on the same lot, ex- 

cluding private garages. 

8.7.7 Buffer Area - A buffer area shall be created to include the land 
within one hundred (100) feet from any perimeter property line(s) of the 
Original tract with the exception of road rights-of-way in order that incom- 
patible land uses be protected from one another. Use of the buffer area 
shall be limited to Conservation Open Space, and Limited Use Open 
Space. The Planning Board may, upon a finding that the objective for 
the buffer area is met, allow Active Open Space Uses and road 
rights-of-way. 

8.7.8 Open Space - A minimum of fifty (50) percent of the total tract area, 
excluding road rights-of-way or easements, shall be required to be per- 
manently dedicated as open space. The Planning Board shall require 
that all environmentally sensitive areas be dedicated as Conservation 
Open Space. 

The applicant shall submit a proposal for the use of the remainder 
of the required open space. The Board shall then determine, upon con- 
sideration of the character of the land, the type of development, the loca- 
tion of the development, the surrounding neighborhood and the proximi- 
ty of the adjacent open space uses, the proportion of the open space 
to be Limited Use Open Space and Active Open Space.

Amendment 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Planning and Zon- 
ing Ordinance by deleting Article IV.I. and replace Article XIII, Wetlands Con- 
servation District Ordinance in its entirety with a new Article XIll to read as 
follows: | 


ARTICLE 13.0 WETLANDS CONSERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT 


13.1 Title and Authority 
13.1.1 This ordinance shall be known as the ‘“‘Wetlands Conservation 
Overlay District of the Town of Wolfeboro, NH adopted March 13, 1990.”’ 
13.1.2 By the authority granted in N.H. RSA 674:16-17 and 674:20-21, 
and in the interest of public health, safety and general welfare, the 
Wolfeboro Wetlands Conservation Overlay District is hereby establish- 
ed to regulate the uses of lands subject to standing water, flooding, or 
high water tables for extended periods of time. 

13.2 Purpose and intent 
13.2.1 The purpose of this article is to protect the public health, safety 
and general welfare by controlling and guiding the use of land areas which 
are subject to standing water, flooding, or high water tables for extend- 
ed periods of time. The intent of this article is: 
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13.2.1.a To prevent the development of structures and land uses on 
naturally occurring wetlands which will contribute to pollution of surface 
and ground water by sewage, sediment and/or noxious substances; 
13.2.1.b To prevent the destruction of, or significant changes to natural 
wetlands which provide flood protection; 
13.2.1.c To protect rare, unique and unusual natural species, both flora 
and fauna; 
13.2.1.d To protect wildlife habitats and maintain ecological balances; 
13.2.1.e To protect existing and potential water supplies and aquifers 
(water-bearing strata) and aquifer recharge areas; 
13.2.1.f To prevent the expenditure of municipal funds for the purposes 
of providing and/or maintaining essential services and utilities which might 
be required as a result of misuse or abuse of wetlands; and 
13.1.2.g To protect the wetlands, watercourses and water bodies of 
the Town from degradation and help maintain their natural beauty. 
13.3 Wetland Definitions 
Definitions of the zoning ordinance are found in Article 3.0; the following 
supplementary definitions are provided to explain the terms and phrases con- 
tained within the body of this Article. 
13.3.1 ‘‘Basal Area’’ - The cross sectional area of a tree measured at 
a height of 41/2 feet above the ground, usually expressed in square footage 
per acre for a stand of trees. 
13.3.2 ‘‘Best Management Practices’”’ - Applying the appropriate techni- 
ques to minimize disturbances and impact to the wetland resulting from 
those activities which will alter the natural character of the wetland. 
13.3.3 “‘Board”’ - The Planning Board of the Town of Wolfeboro. 
13.3.4 “‘Certified Soil Scientist’ - An individual duly qualified in soil 
classification and mapping, certified by the New Hampshire Board of 
Natural Scientists under the provisions of RSA 310-A:75 et seq. 
13.3.5 ‘‘Commission’’ - Conservation Commission of the Town of 
Wolfeboro. | 
13.3.6 ‘‘Designated Agent”’ - An individual designated by the Conser- 
vation Commission to carry out its function and purpose. 
13.3.7 “‘Pollution”’ - Harmful thermal effect or the contamination, or 
rendering unclean or impure of any wetland of the Town of Wolfeboro 
by reason of any waste or other materials discharged or deposited therein. 
This includes but is not limited to, erosion resulting from any filling or 
excavation activity. 
13.3.8 ‘‘Special Use Permit’’ - A permit for a use not otherwise permit- 
ted in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District which may be granted 
by the Planning Board (as authorized by RSA 674:21II) provided it meets 
the criteria set forth in Section 13.6. 
13.3.9 ‘‘“WCOD”’ - Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
13.3.10 ‘‘Wetland (Plant) Biologist’ - An individual duly qualified to 
identify and classify wetland vegetation. 
13.3.11 ‘‘Wetlands’’ - Areas which posses three essential characteristics: 
(1) hydrophytic vegetation - macrophytic plant life growing in water, soil 
or on a Substrate that is at least periodically deficient in oxygen as a result 
of excessive water content; (2) hydric soils - soils saturated, flooded, or 
ponded long enough during the growing season to develop anaerobic 
conditions in the upper part of the soil strata, and (3) wetland hydrology 
- permanent or periodic inundation or soil saturation to the surface, at 
least seasonally during an average rainfall year, and are further defined 
by the Federal Manual for Identifying and Delineating Jurisdictional 
Wetlands authored by the Federal Interagency Committee for Wetland 
Delineation, 1989 GPO 024-010-00638-8. 
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13.4 Wetland Conservation Overlay District 
13.4.1 Definition and Establishment of the Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District 
13.4.1.a The Wetlands Conservation Overlay District is defined as those 
areas of the Town of Wolfeboro which meet the definition of wetlands 
in Article 13.3.11. In all cases, the precise location of wetland areas 
shall be determined by the actual character of the land, and the distrivu- 
tion of wetland indicators. Such determination shall be made by field 
inspection and testing conducted by a certified soil scientist and a 
wetland biologist. 
Furthermore, the Town of Wolfeboro, in accordance with RSA 483-A:7, 
designates the following wetlands as prime wetlands: 
(1) Batson Pond 
(2) Heath Brook Wetlands 
(3) Perry Brook 
(4) Warren Brook 
(5) Ryefield Brook Wetland Complex 
(6) Porcupine Brook Wetland Complex 
(7) Clow’s Brook Wetland Complex 
Areas designated as prime wetlands are delineated on the file maps 
in the Wolfeboro Town Hall. 
13.4.1.b The Commission or its designated agent(s) is encouraged to 
begin an inventory of all wetland areas, as defined by this article, and 
the creation of an official wetlands map for the town. The Commission 
may amend the inventory and map from time to time as information 
becomes available relative to more accurate delineation of wetlands 
within the town. 
13.4.2 Wetlands Incorrectly Delineated 
13.4.2.a If either the applicant or the Board questions the Wetland Con- 
servation Overlay District boundaries established under this article, the 
applicant shall engage a certified soil scientist and wetland biologist 
to conduct a field analysis to determine the precise location of the 
Wetland Conservation Overlay District boundaries on the effected pro- 
perties. The soil scientist and wetlands biologist shall submit a report 
of their findings to the Board and the Conservation Commission in- 
cluding, but not limited to, a revised map of the area in question, a 
written on-site field inspection report and text boring data if applicable. 
13.4.2.b Upon receipt of the report, the Board in consultation with the 
Commission may refer it for review to a certified soil scientist and 
wetlands biologist of its choosing. The applicant shall be responsible 
for any reasonable costs incurred by the Board in connection with this 
independent review. 
13.5 Permitted Uses 
13.5.1 The following uses shall be permitted in wetlands using best 
management practices to protect wetlands provided said uses are other- 
wise permitted by the Zoning Ordinance. In no case shall the use include: 
(1) the erection or construction of any structures or buildings; or (2) the 
alteration of natural surface configuration of wetlands by the addition of 
fill or by dredging. 
13.5.1.a Forestry/Tree Farming limited to the removal of not more than 
50% of the basal area of the standing timber in any ten-year period, 
leaving a well-distributed stand of healthy, growing trees; 
13.5.1.b Grazing, Farming, Nurseries and Cultivation and Harvesting 
of crops using recognized soil conservation practices, including the 
protection of wetland from pollution caused by fertilizers, pesticides 
and herbicides used in such cultivation; 
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13.5.1.c Wildlife Refuges; 
13.5.1.d Outdoor parks and recreation purposes, being low intensi- 
ty uses, not involving structures, alteration of the terrain, or wheel- 
ed vehicles; 
13.5.1.e Education, scientific research, conservation areas and 
nature trails; 
13.5.1.f Open spaces as permitted or required by the subdivision 
regulations or the zoning ordinance. 
13.5.1.g Uses incidental to the enjoyment or maintenance of residen- 
tial property. Such incidental uses shall include maintenance of ex- 
isting structures and existing landscaping, but shall not include 
removal or deposition of material from or into a wetland without first 
being granted a Special Use Permit per Article 13.6 of this ordinance. 
13.5.1.h The construction of single-family dwellings and accessory 
uses (i.e. driveways, garages, etc.) excluding septic disposal systems 
on pre-existing lots of record as of the effective date of this ordinance 
(March 13, 1990) except where the Commission has recommended 
denial of the related Wetlands Board application under RSA 483-a 
and the New Hampshire Wetlands Board, Code of Administrative 
Rules. Where denial has been recommended, a Special Use Permit 
under 13.6 may be applied for. 
13.5.2 No person shall conduct or maintain other uses without first ob- 
taining a Special Use Permit as described in Article 13.6. 
13.6 Special Use Permit 
13.6.1 A Special Use Permit may be granted by the Board, after public 
notice and hearing, for undertaking the following uses in the Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District. The application shall be referred to the 
Commission, the Code Officer and the Health Officer, for review and com- 
ment at least thirty (30) days prior to the public hearing. 
13.6.1.a Streets, roads, and other access ways and utility right-of- 
way easements, including power lines and pipe lines, if essential to 
the productive use of land not so zoned and if so located and con- 
structed as to minimize any detrimental impact of such uses upon 
the wetlands. 
13.6.1.b Water impoundments for the purposes of creating a water- 
body for wildlife, fire safety, onsite detention of surface runoff and/or 
recreational uses. 
13.6.1.c The undertaking of a use not otherwise permitted in the 
Wetlands Conservation Overlay District, if it can be shown that such 
proposed use is in accordance with all of the purposes and inten- 
tions listed in Article 13.1. 
13.6.2 The Board shall regulate any operation within or use of a wetland 
involving removal or deposition of material, or any obstruction, construc- 
tion, alteration or pollution, of such wetlands unless such operation or 
use is permitted pursuant to Article 13.5. 
13.6.3 Any person found to be conducting or maintaining an activity 
without the prior authorization of the Board or violating any other provi- 
sion of this article, shall be subject to the enforcement proceedings and 
penalties prescribed in Article 13.9 and any other remedies provided by 
law. 
13.6.4 A Special Use Permit shall be valid for a period of two (2) years 
from the date of issue and shall expire if the use granted is not im- 
plemented and completed by that time, unless an extension is specified 
and approved by the Board in consultation with the Commission. 
13.7 Considerations for Decisions 
13.7.1 The Board shall consider the following in making its decision on 
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an application: 
13.7.1.a The application and its supporting documentation; 
13.7.1.b Public comments, evidence and testimony from a public 
hearing; 
13.7.1.c Reports from the Commission, the Health Officer and the 
Code Officer; 
13.7.1.d The Board may also consider comments on any applica- 
tion from the Carroll County Soil Conservation District, the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission, NH Wetlands Board, the US Army 
Corps of Engineers or other technical agencies or organizations 
which may undertake additional studies or investigations. 
13.7.1.e Non-receipt of reports listed in 13.7.1.c. within the prescribed 
time shall neither delay nor prejudice the decision of the Board. 
13.7.2 Standards and Criteria for Decision - The Board shall consider 
all relevant facts and circumstances in making its decision on any ap- 
plication for a permit, including but not limited to the following: 
13.7.2.a The environmental impact of the proposed action, including 
(1) the effects on the wetland’s capacity to support fish and wildlife, 
(2) the prevention of flooding, (3) the supply and protection of sur- 
face and ground water, (4) the control of sediment, (5) the facilita- 
tion of drainage, (6) the control of pollution, (7) the support of recrea- 
tional activities, and (8) the promotion of public health and safety. 
13.7.2.b The character and degree of injury to, or interferences with 
safety, health, or the reasonable use of property, including abutting 
or downstream property, which would be caused or threatened by 
the proposed activity, or the creation of conditions which may do so. 
This includes recognition of potential damage from: (1) erosion, (2) 
turbidity, (3) siltation, (4) loss of fish and wildlife and their habitat, 
(5) loss of unique habitat having demonstrable natural, scientific or 
educational value, (6) loss or diminution of beneficial aquatic 
organisms and wetland plants, (7) the dangers of flooding and pollu- 
tion, and (8) the destruction of the economic, esthetic, recreational 
and other public and private uses and values of wetlands to the 
community. 
13.8 Administration and Enforcement 
13.8.1 The Board is hereby authorized and empowered to adopt such 
rules and require such reasonable fees as are necessary for the efficient 
administration of this ordinance. 
13.8.2 Upon receipt of any information in writing that this ordinance is 
being violated, the Code Officer shall notify in writing the owner and te- 
nant of the property on which the violation is alleged to occur with a copy 
of such notification to the Board and the Commission. Where appropriate, 
the Board and/or the Commission may notify the New Hampshire 
Wetlands Board and/or the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers of the violation. 
13.8.3 A civil penalty not to exceed the statutory maximum may be im- 
posed for each day that such violation is found by the court to continue 
after the conviction date or after the date on which the violator received 
written notice from the Town that he is in violation, whichever is earlier. 
13.8.4 Any penalty awarded by the court for violation of this Article shall 
be deposited in the Wolfeboro Conservation Fund established under RSA 
36-A:5 after deduction of any fees and costs incurred by the Town that 
are not otherwise reimbursed. 
(Submitted by the Planning Board) 
Amendment 3: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Planning and Zon- 
ing Ordinance by changing the title of Article XIV., Manufactured Housing 
Ordinance to ‘‘Manufactured Housing Overlay District’’ and any reference

thereto from ‘‘ordinance’”’ to ‘‘overlay district’? and to change the title of Arti- 
cle XVIII., Aquifer Protection Ordinance to “‘Aquifer Protection Overlay District’ 
and any reference thereto from ‘“‘ordinance’”’ to ‘‘overlay district.”’

Amendment 4: To see if the town will vote to amend the Planning and Zon- 
ing Ordinance by adding a new provision under Article V., Lot Requirements 
as follows:

In all Zones a setback of one-hundred twenty-five (125) feet shall be main- 
tained for the installation of any leaching field for septic disposal from 
any waterbody or watercourse, both year-round and intermittent. This shall 
not include the maintenance or in-kind replacement of existing leaching 
fields as of March 13, 1990.

projected centerline thereof to the southern boundary of the right- 
of-way of the power line as it now runs; thence westerly along said 
right-of-way to Back Bay; thence northeasterly along the shore of

thence southwesterly along said right-of-way to a point at the boun-

Article XXI Resort & Recreational District (RRD) 


Intent: 

The Town of Wolfeboro (the Town), recognizes the need for additional land 
areas within the Town to be available for specific Recreation uses. The Town 
has noted that one area of the Town, due in part to its location and highway 
accessibility, has been used for resort and recreational facilities for many years. 
This land area, generally located alon N.H. Route 28, and hereinafter described 
as the Resort & Recreation District, is intended to provide additional recrea- 
tional opportunities, with certain restrictions, for resort and recreational 
development. 

This District is further intended to encourage the orderly clustering and place- 
ment of resort and recreational activities sufficiently distant from the downtown 
areas to de-intensify concentration of use within this area. This District fur- 
ther imposes dimensional and Lot coverage standards intended to mitigate 
any potential detrimental impacts that uses within the Resort & Recreational 
District may have upon any Abutting Residential Property or the environment. 
Definitions: 

Terms and phrases contained within the Resort & Recreational District shall 
first be interpreted as defined in the Resort & Recreational District, then in 
the Zoning Ordinance, and then as may be defined by ordinary dictionary 
definitions. 
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Abutting Residential Property: A lot abutting the Resort and Recreational 
District, and which is zoned as Residential. 

Accessory Use: An incidental and subordinate use that is customarily 
associated with the principal use of a lot or building located upon the same 
lot as the accessory use. 

Board: The Planning Board of Wolfeboro. 

Community Service: Any non-residential use which is designed for the 
general use and enjoyment of the public and which may be publicly or privately 
owned. Community Service includes, without limitation, parks, swimming 
pools, schools, municipal service buildings and uses, and public safety 
buildings and uses and YMCAs. 

Footprint: With respect to Buildings or Structures, the land area occupied, 
at the surface of the ground, by the Building or Structure. 

Impervious Surfact: A covering of the earth with anything which restricts the 
otherwise natural flow of surface waters into the ground, including without 
limitation, asphalt, concrete, brick, tile and the like. 

Lot Coverage: The percent of the total lot area which is covered by Buildings, 
Structures, or Impervious Surfaces. Lot Coverage shall be computed with the 
sum of Building and Structure footprint areas, and Impervious Surfaces as 
the numerator; the lots area and any dedicated open or green space appurte- 
nant to the lot as the denominator. 

Outdoor Commercial: Any Commercial use conducted primarily in the out- 
of-doors (outside a Building or Structure) for more than 5 consecutive days, 
or more than 15 days in any year, other than those uses which are necessary, 
incidental, or Accessory for a Commercial use within the Resort & Recrea- 
tional District which is located within a Building or Buildings. 

Outdoor Storage: Placement on a Lot, and not within a Building or Struc- 
ture, of supplies, materials, goods, products, or surplus materials for more 
than 5 consecutive days or more than 30 days in any year if not fully screen- 
ed from public view; if fully screened from public (but not necessarily from 
aerial) view, then not more than 5 consecutive days or more than 60 days 
in any year. 

Professional Office: A commercial use in which no activity is carried on to 
cater to the retail trade with the general public and where no stock of goods 
is maintained for sale to customers, or clients of the following office uses: 
accountant, architect, attorney, bank or branch bank, dentist, engineer, in- 
surance broker, physician, real estate broker, stock broker, or other use deem- 
ed by the Board to be in accordance with this definition. 

Subdivision: As is defined by N.H. RSA 672:14, provided however, that the 
division of ownership by submission to N.H. RSA 356-B (the condominium 
statute) of a shopping center located within the Resort & Recreational District 
shall not constitute a Subdivision.

District Use Restrictions: 

Permitted Uses: 

(a) Any use permitted in the Shore Front Resort Residential Zone. 

(b) One (1) main sign, no larger than twenty-four (24) square feet is per- 
mitted. Up to three (3) associates’ signs may be displayed. 
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(c) Restaurants and recreational facilities as accessory uses to lodging 
accomodations. 

(d) Other accessory uses. 

Prohibited Uses: 

(a) The additional specifically enumerated uses permitted in the C2 District, 
which are not otherwise permitted in the C1 District (generally listed as: 
garages and filling stations, new and used car dealers, automobile repair 
shops, storage and use of heavy equipment, lumber yards, sale and dis- 
tribution of building supplies, laundries, and metal shops); 

(6) Outdoor Commercial; 

(c) Outdoor Storage; 

(d) Building constructed for storage as its principal use; 

(e) Scrap and Junk Yards; 

(f) Any industrial use; 

(g) Chemical manufacturing, storage, or distribution; 

(h) Manufacture or disposal of hazardous and/or radioactive waste materials; 

(i) Recreational Vehicle Parks and Campgrounds; or 

(j) Kennels. 

Lot Requirements and General Provisions 

(a) Minimum lot size shall be 100,000 square feet. 

(b) Front Setback, to be measured from the centerline of roads and highways, 
as follows: 

N.H. Route 28: 125 feet; 
Trotting Tract Road: 75 feet; 
Other Roads: 50 feet 

(c) Minimum lot frontage shall be 200 feet. 

(d) Side setbacks shall be 25 feet. 

(e) Rear setbacks shall be 50 feet. 

(f) Lot Coverage: Lot Coverage shall not exceed 60 percent. 

(g) Curb cuts: Newly proposed entrances to N.H. Route 28 generally shall 
not be located within 300 feet of another entrance to said Route 28 on 
the same side of the highway. 

(h) Non-Residential Site Plan Review approval shall be required for devel- 
opment within the Resort & Recreational District. 

(i) All parking to be in rear of structures except for temporary parking at 
reception facilities for checking in or out of transient accomodations. 

(j) No structures, except outdoor swimming pools, tennis courts and/or other 
outdoor accessory recreational uses, and no parking areas shall be 
allowed within the setback areas. 

Uses Allowed by Special Exception 

(a) Clustered retail facilities or professional offices; 

(b) Community service; 

(c) Restaurants other than those accessory to hotels, motels, cabin/cottage 
colonies and resorts, but not including drive-in restaurants. 

Applicability of Local Standards: All proposals within the Resort & Recrea- 

tional District shall comply with all applicable provisions of this ordinance; 

the Site Plan Review Regulations and other pertinent ordinances, regulations 
and policies of the Town provided, nowever, that in the event of a conflict, 
other that a conflict with the Wetlands Conservation District Ordinance, bet- 
ween such ordinances, regulations or policies with the provisions of the Resort 

& Recreational District, the provisions of the Resort & Recreational District 

shall control. The provisions of the Wetlands Conservation District shall be 

fully applicable to Wetland areas, if any, within the Resort & Recreational 

District. 

Required Application Documents: 

In addition to any other applicable requirements of the Town of Wolfeboro, 
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an applicant proposing to develop within the Resort & Recreational District 

shall submit the following to the Board during the Site Plan Review process: 

(a) A plan demonstrating how any potentially adverse impacts of the pro- 
posed Development on abutting residential properties have been 
mitigated through the use of buffer strips, landscaping, or site layout 
and design. 

(b) A plan demonstrating how the proposed Development minimizes 
curb cuts, or Driveway Permits, accessing N.H. Route 28, and also 
how off-highway access to adjacent non-residential properties is ac- 
commodated by the proposed Development. 

(c) A plan demonstrating how the clustering of structures will preserve 
open space and enhance the rural character of the area within the 
District. 

(Submitted by Petition) (Not recommended by the Planning Board) 
ARTICLE 26: And to conduct any other business that may legally come 

before this meeting.

Report of the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen 


It has been a busy year. Edward W. Zulauf, after serving 27 years as Select- 
man, decided not to continue and did not run for office. George W. Elkins was 
voted in as Selectman. 

After numerous meetings with the several State Departments and the several 
committees of the General Court, an exchange of volumes of paperwork and a 
series of ups and downs, the offer by the Town of Wolfeboro to purchase, at a 
cost of $325,000.00, that section of the former Wolfeboro Railroad property from 
the center of town to Wolfeboro Falls. The offer was accepted by the Governor 
and Council. As of this writing the State has not provided a deed to the town but 
we have been advised that ‘‘everything is ok’’ and that a marketable deed is for- 
thcoming. The Railroad Study Committee, chaired by Frederick Hall, is commended 
for their dedication and thoroughness in preparing background material to sup- 
port the Intent to Purchase a section of the railroad property. 

Primary consideration was given to the problem of solid waste collection and 
disposal. Although no set solution is apparent it is anticipated that all options will 
be reviewed during the coming year. The assistance of several engineering firms 
has been used to collect information and to review the ‘‘state of the art’. A closure 
plan for the present landfill at the incinerator area is under study and cost estimates 
for this procedure are being considered. 

Currently it appears the best solution to the solid waste problem is ‘‘we have 
it; we don’t want it; you can have it’’. This means that the you is a commercial 
operator who would collect our waste and haul it out of town. It is a very com- 
plicated operation to arrange but it may be the best solution. 

The beach at Wentworth Winds on Lake Wentworth was purchased for a sum 
of $730,000.00. As soon as the land was dry enough the Recreation Department 
and the Highway Department started the clean up operation. A portable sanita- 
tion facility was installed and trailer type dressing rooms were provided. Signs 
were erected, gates installed, life guards hired and the beach was opened for the 
enjoyment of all. The Board of Selectmen have recommended that the three 
beaches (Carry, Brewster and the Allen Albee) be used by all and that no fees 
for use be charged. 

The maintenance and extensions of the utilities and service departments con- 
tinued throughout the year. Service interuptions have been few and repairs speedily 
accomplished. 

The new water mains have been installed in the Middleton Road in South 
Wolfeboro and water pressure and system reliability have been improved. The 
extension of the sewer system to Sewall Road has been completed and individual 
homes will be connected starting as soon as ground conditions permit and should 
be completed before the end of next year. 

Improvement to the electric distribution system continues. The system has 
been extended to supply the new developments in the service area (includes parts 
of Alton, Tuftonboro and Brookfield). The continuity of service has been excellent 
with individual outages held to a minimum. A review of rates indicate that a rate 
increase is necessary and will be introduced early in 1990. 

The town roads are in good shape. Constant maintenance helps maintain the 
surfaces in good condition. Snow removal and plowing keeps our roads in safe 
and usable condition throughout the winter season. Early salt and sanding helps 
to expedite the prevention of icy roads. 

The installation of ice making equipment at the Abenaki Area provides skating 
from early fall through early spring, extending the skating season to six months 
(more or less). Skating time, as scheduled by the Recreation Department, 
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provides time for all activities including free skating time for the general public. 
This ice making system has been provided to the town at very minimum cost. Labor 
was donated by a cadre of electricians, carpenters, plumbers and helpers all 
donating their time and use of tools without monetary compensation. 

The abatement facility on Filter Bed Road continues to operate with a normal 
scheduled maintenance and planned improvements. Most maintenance work and 
improvements are accomplished by the work force at the facility. Repair of the 
spray field system is constant due to falling trees, rapid tree growth and vandalism. 

With the cooperation and encouragement of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph M. Horn the 
town has an option to purchase the airport. The aeronautical agency of the State 
and Federal governments have acknowledged the importance of continuous opera- 
tion of the airport and have offered assistance in the execution of various permits 
and grant applications. 

Included in the work of the Board is the execution of a contract for the revalua- 
tion of the town. The preliminary work has started and progess will be noted in 
reports by the media. The rescue truck has been ordered and delivery is expected 
in early February 1990. Negotiations with the labor union have been very business 
like and a three year contract has been agreed to. Major agreement is a fifty cent 
per hour wage increase for 1990. 

The Board of Selectmen meets Wednesdays in open meeting. Sometimes 
decisions are not popular with all but in the end, with the participation of the peo- 
ple in the process of government, the end result is the continued maintenance 
of the quality of life we have in our town.

PRIMARY - SECONDARY FACILITY 

The main treatment plant is operating, but there is an urgent need to update 
and replace much of the equipment, which will soon be reaching the design- 
operational life of twenty years. Wolfeboro will not be entering into the 
Winnipesaukee River Basin District scheduled for 1992/93. This is a collection 
system around the perimeter of Lake Winnipesaukee and then pumped to the State 
Treatment Facility at Franklin, NH. At this point in time, Wolfeboro will probably 
never enter into the system and will have to rely on its present operational system 
and extend its life indefinitely. 

During 1989, 137,761,000 (377,430 gallons per day) were processed through 
the primary-secondary facility, this is an increase of 5.35% over the operational 
year 1988. This increase and the 18% for the operational year 1988 are attributed 
to infiltration and inflow in the collection system. In addition, the septage haulers 
emptied 252,200 gallons of concentrated effluent into the pretreatment section 
of the plant, a decrease of 4.56% from the operational year 1988. 


TERTIARY TREATMENT FACILITY 

1989 was the 12th year of operation of the spray irrigation system or the so- 
called living filter, which eliminates any discharge to Back Bay and then on the 
Wolfeboro Bay. This past spring when the crew was readying the spray areas for 
operation, it was noted that there was more deliberate damage, such as bullet 
holes in the aluminum pipes as well as partial or total destruction of the 
‘“‘Rain-Bird’’ spray heads by shotgun and rifle fire. 

The three sixty horsepower pumps operated a total of 2,508 hours and pumped 
approximately 137,000,000 gallons of treated effluent from the reservoir onto the 
five spray fields.

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Annual Police Report 1989 


As we enter into the new decade a little reflection on the past may help guide 
us into the future. In his 1970 Classic, “‘Future Shock’’, Alvin Toffler discussed 
the world’s major social norm and value shifts. He expanded his views in 1980 
with, ‘“‘The Third Wave’’. He describes three major changes of society: The 
Agricultural Revolution, The Industrial Revolution, and the Technological 
Revolution. 

The first wave occurred about 8,000 BC when mankind shifted from a nomadic 
existence based on hunting to fishing and settling the land. 

In 1760 the Industrial Revolution took us from the field to the foundry. This 
provided the economic base for our society. 

During the mid 1950’s we entered into the Technological Revolution. The 
American work force has shifted from blue collar to white collar. If you doubt it, 
look inside your home and view the high technology. The micro-computer, which 
had its birth just over a decade ago, has turned Western society inside out. 

There is a rough correspondence that can be drawn in the historical changes 
in law enforcement. The ‘“‘first’’ wave occurred in 1829 with the passage of the 
Metropolitan Police Act in England. Robert Peel and Charles Rowan brought order 
and the military model to policing. 

A century later, in the 1930’s, August Volmer and O.W. Wilson embarked on 
their quest to ‘‘professionalize’’ law enforcement. They created the second wave 
of reform. Standardization, specialization, synchronization, concentration, max- 
imization, and centralization were the dominating themes. 

The civil unrest of the mid 1960’s through the mid 1970’s created the major 
reforms that ushered in the third wave. Change agents such as Patrick V. 
Murphy and Quinn Tamm, began to question the value of the bureaucracy and 
the military model of policing. 

In looking at the past we find ample evidence to indicate that “‘the good old 
days’’ may best serve us as memories, not models for the future. 

The 1980’s have been a decade of transition. The values of the 30’s and 40’s 
have long since passed. Consider the five major problems in schools during the 
40’s: (1) talking in class; (2) chewing gum; (3) making noise; (4) running in the 
halls; and (5) getting out of turn in line. Today the five major problems are: (1) 
drug abuse; (2) alcohol abuse; (3) teen-age pregnancy; (4) teen-age suicide; and 
(5) rape. 

The solution to these dilemmas lies not with the police department or other 
public agencies. The problems must be solved by families. The values must be 
instilled before the child reaches school. He or she must have the support and 
strength of the family if there is to be significant progress in the war against drugs. 

The ‘‘Baby Boomers’’, those born between 1948 and 1964, are now the 
prevalent force in America. Health, education, safety and the environment are their 
major concerns because these all directly impact their families. The expectation 
on the quality of life has risen. Because the baby boomers have a broadened sense 
of ‘‘we’’ and want to have input in the way things are run, it is to them that we 
in law enforcement must look as the source of the value system of the 90’s. It 
is to them that we must turn and say, help us to help you. Educate your children. 
Give them a moral, ethical and family oriented background to draw strength from. 
We then may begin to show progress in the drug war. 

And now, in the pages following, | will step down from the soap box and pre- 
sent the activities of the department for 1989. 

| would like to thank the many people who contribute to the law enforcement 
efforts of the police department, making Wolfeboro one of the finest places in the 
world in which to live.

Parks and Recreation Department 
Annual Report for 1989 


Participation in all aspects of the programs sponsored by the Wolfeboro Parks 
and Recreation Department continues to increase. In addition, the number of pro- 
grams offered by the department continues to increase, and improvements in our 
park areas moves along as well. 

The winter season of 1988-1989 at the Abenaki Ski Area can only be called 
a disaster, as only 25 inches of snow was measured at the Area. Skiing never 
opened until 19 February, and then was available for only 8 days until wiped out 
by rain. The cross country trails were open for only a month. We have budgeted 
to begin the first phase of snowmaking system for the ski hill, beginning in 1990, 
to be completed over two years. 

The bright spot at Abenaki continues to be the skating facilities, with both 
our outside general skating area, and the inside covered hockey rink which has 
now had its artificial ice making system installed. Once again, generous dona- 
tions of time and materials, spearheaded by the Back Bay Hockey Association, 
has resulted in the further improvement of our Town recreational facilities. 

Our spring and summer activities continue to be well received, with heavy 
participation in all areas. The department now publishes informationai brochures 
twice a year; once in early spring describing our spring and summer programs; 
and again in the fall describing fall and winter activities, primarily at Abenaki. Below 
are listed the programs currently offered by our Department:

Further expansion of the recreation aspect of our department this year will 
include new teen programs in skating and skiing at Abenaki; an afterschool movie 
program to address the youth latchkey situation; an expansion of the adult volleyball 
program into the summer; sponsorship of a Summer youth baseball camp, and 
expansion of the spring youth track program. 

The parks section of our department also continues expansion and develop- 
ment of our many park and recreation sites throughout Town. During 1989 the 
new Allen Albee Beach was opened, with a lot of cleanup and site work by our 
local Mormon Church group, who also donated all the picnic tables used at the 
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new beach. The first phase of the development of Libby Park, at the Libby Museum 
was completed, with the help of donated picnic tables by Bartlett Tree Service. 
South Wolfeboro Park has new playground equipment, with more to come, and 
has picnic facilities installed. The facilities at Clark Park have been improved with 
the donation of tables and benches by the Wolfeboro Women’s Club. Continued 
development will take place at these areas, as well as refurbishment of Cate Park 
and creation of picnic facilities at Odd Fellows Park and McKinney Park. 

We would like to offer our special thanks to the members of the other Town 
Departments, who continue to help us out with our special problems and projects, 
with both men and equipment. We really appreciate the help we get from you all, 
particularly on short notice. Extra special thanks to Kathleen, who continues with 
such a great job in our one person maintenance department. 

And once again, special congratulations to Heather Sands, who again earn- 
ed a silver medal in the broad jump at the Hershey National Track and Field Cham- 
pionships at Hershey, Pa. last summer.

Report of the Health Officer 
1989 


The writer has been the Deputy Health Officer to Health Officer John Foley, 
M.D. for the past several years. This past September 12, 1989 the writer was ap- 
pointed Wolfeboro Health Officer by William T. Wallace, MD, MPH, Director of 
Public Health Services of the State of New Hampshire. 

Since becoming Health Officer, the writer has inspected several sites and 
filled out reports for licensing Child Care Facilities; signed Waste Management 
Division of the State of New Hampshire renewals for Septage Haulers; made 
numerous on-site inspections and tests of water in Lake Wentworth and Lake 
Winnipesaukee with reference to unsitely suds and froth along the shores, grease 
spills and possible contamination in brooks and streams caused by direct and in- 
direct discharges from failed septic systems, etc. 

The writer attended a statewide conference of Health Officers in late fall where 
one of the main topics of discussion was AIDS and the proliferation of the disease 
in the State of New Hampshire. As of July 1, 1989 there was no county in New 
Hampshire free from known cases.

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Report of the Wolfeboro 
Railroad Study Committee 


The 1988 Report of the Wolfeboro Railroad Study Committee contained a 
detailed review of 1) the railroad committee’s recommendations for the use of the 
12 miles of roadbed of the former Wolfeboro Railroad, now owned by the State 
2) the events leading up to the decision by the Selectmen to purchase that part 
of the railroad land lying between Wolfeboro Falls and the end of the line in 
Wolfeboro, and 3) the analysis required at State level wnenever a request is made 
to lease or purchase State-owned property. 

At the Town Meeting on March 8,1988, the town endorsed the Selectmen’s 
decision to purchase the land in the Back Bay and voted funds in the amount of 
$325,000 for that purpose. A year later, at the time of the 1989 Town Meeting, 
the Town’s request to purchase the railroad land had yet to be reviewed at State 
level by 1) the Long Range Capital Planning and Utilization Committee and 2) 
the Governor and Council. Both of these review agencies eventually approved 
the Town’s request, final approval being given on August 2, 1989. 

Since then, Town officials have been working with the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Transportation to obtain a deed which will give a clear and marketable 
title to the railroad land. 

When an acceptable deed is received and the Town has taken ownership 
of the railroad land in the Back Bay, planning will resume for the conversion to 
recreational use of not only that parcel of railroad land but also for the entire length 
of the railroad right-of-way to Sanbornville.

The Library continues to offer many interesting, thought-provoking programs 
for adults throughout the year. In January a reading and discussion program, ‘‘Con- 
sider the Source: Old Tales Retold,’’ began and continued every other week for 
four weeks. This series was sponsored by The New England Foundation for the 
Humanities and funded by the National Endowment for the Humanities and New 
England Telephone. 

A three-part series On women’s work in rural America started with a lecture 
by Dr. Laurel Ulrich, and continued with a discussion of women’s literature of the 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries by Dr. Lisa MacFarlane, both from the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire. The series concluded with a reader’s theatre presenta- 
tion of ‘‘It Had to be Done So | Did It’, presented by the Warner Women’s Theatre 
group. A display of the history of the working lives of rural New Hampshire women 
in the early 20th century accompanied this series which was funded by the New 
Hampshire Humanities Council. 

In June author George McAvoy presented a program on his book “‘And Then 
There Was One: A History of the Hotels of the Summit and the West Side of Mt. 
Washington.” In September author James Garvin spoke about his book, ‘‘On the 
Road North of Boston: New Hampshire Taverns and Turnpikes, 1700-1900.’’ Both 
programs were extremely interesting and well attended. 

A popular new children’s summer reading game entitled “‘Thriller-Dillers and 
Chillers” was offered. One hundred and nine children participated, and fifty-four 
successfully completed their reading contracts. This latter group was treated to 
a special program presented by the Science Center of New Hampshire entitled 
“Creatures of the Night.’’ The Friends of the Wolfeboro Public Library underwrote 
the cost of the entire children’s summer reading program, including the awards 
party. Sandra Coflan Martin illustrated the game board for the game. Bailey’s 
Restaurant again provided ice cream for the party. 

Story time for pre-schoolers takes place every Tuesday morning throughout 
the year at 10:15 except during September. Participants listen to and help tell 
stories, make crafts, sing songs, watch movies and filmstrips, play finger games, 
etc. Assisting our children’s librarian/assistant director Melinda Baxter were our 
regular volunteers Marian Formichella and Jane Talpey. Other volunteers includ- 
ed Virginia Colbath, Nathalie Erickson, and Joan Sayce. In January and February 
an exchange was done between Ms. Baxter and the Gilford Public Library direc- 
tor which enabled both libraries to present new faces and ideas to their pre-schooler 
participants. 

In February the library sponsored a performance of ‘“‘Raven and the Village 
without Daylight,’’ presented by the Starbird Puppet Theatre. Approximately 200 
children and parents attended this performance which was made possible by a 
grant from the New Hampshire Charitable Fund. 

A grant from the Rural Arts Project of the New Hampshire Ccuncil on the Arts 
made possible the performances of Colburn and Stuart, two people who play a 
variety of instruments and sing, many of which are singalongs, and The Art of 
Black Dance and Music, four people who explained many African dances and 
taught them to the audience. The performances were sponsored locally by the 
Friends of the Library, the Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center and the Wolfeboro 
Nursery School. This is the second year the library has participated in Rural Arts 
programs. 

Friends of the Library have been extremely supportive both in time and in 
gifts to the library. The sixth annual Book and Author Luncheon, one of two regular 
fundraisers throughout the year, featured authors Jean Hurley, Ernest Hebert, 
Richard Lederer, and children’s author Lois Lowry. This was held at the Brewster 
Academy’s new Boat House. The other fundraiser is the annual Book Sale on the 
last Saturday in June. A third fundraiser was a quilt raffle to raise money for 
children’s furniture. The lovely quilt, handmade and donated by our Friends 
treasurer Dorothy Schafer, was won by Mrs. Ruth Howe. 
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Funds from these events enabled the library to purchase updates the New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, new books in the “‘Enchantment of the 
World’’ series of children’s books on countries of the world, a 1990 edition of the 
World Book Encyclopedia, and new compact discs and videocassettes as well 
as sponsor the children’s summer reading program and the two Rural Arts Pro- 
ject programs and underwrite the cost of building a case to hold our growing col- 
lection of videocassettes. The Friends and the Governor Wentworth Arts Council 
paid for molding to hang the monthly exhibits. Thanks go to all those who sup- 
ported the Friends of the Library and made these purchases possible. 

The Friends also sponsored a number of interesting programs on a variety 
of subjects such as the history of logging in New Hampshire, a history of the 
Shakers, a discussion on the film ‘“‘The Golden Honeymoon’”’ followed by a discus- 
sion, a program on ‘‘How the Western was won,”’ and a history of skiing in New 
Hampshire. These programs were provided by the Society for the Protection of 
New Hampshire Forests and the New Hampshire Humanities Council. 

Volunteers who continue to help the library are Nathalie Erickson who reads 
selected items from the Granite State News each week onto a tape duplicated 
for shut-ins and visually handicapped people by John Magee. John Schafer again 
inputed data into our computer to update our magazine holdings. John Rechel 
once again organized the Campbell Soup Company labels. Members ot the Gover- 
nor Wentworth Arts Council plan and set up monthly displays in the Library. The 
Library salutes these individuals, groups, and previously mentioned volunteers 
who contribute to making the Library an active and vital place in our community. 

The Library offers shut-in service to people without transportation, those han- 
dicapped who would otherwise have difficulty in reaching the Library, and those 
incapacitated by illness or accident. Please contact the library director for more 
information about this service. 

On April 3 the Library increased its hours to 50 per week, opening every mor- 
ning Monday through Saturday at 10 a.m. The library again increased its circula- 
tion checking out nearly 71,000 items. In order to effectively manage this amount 
of library materials and provide efficient service to all, the Library is working toward 
automating its circulation and catalog systems in the near future. 

The Wolfeboro Public Library continues to lead an active role in our growing 
community. The two person full tme staff consists of the library director and the 
children’s/assistant librarian. We were deeply saddened to lose our excellent typist, 
Mrs. Barbara Mullen, who died in May after a long illness. Mrs. Marilyn McBride 
joined our part-time staff which consists of Mrs. Mary Davis, Mrs. Karen Bishop 
and Mrs. Jane Carville. All of us look forward to another busy and progressive 
year.

An increase in the hours of the Wolfeboro Public Library, to 50 hours per week, 
has helped to increase both circulation and general library services to the public. 
Additionally, the Trustees have sought to make several improvements and clarifica- 
tions of Library Policy. Specific attention was given to the public use of the Library 
Meeting Room. The Trustees have also adopted The Intellectual Freedom Hand- 
book as a part of its Library Policy; this brings our library into line with other libraries 
around the state and nation. 

As general maintenance is always a concern, the Trustees have sought to 
keep abreast of the property and its changing needs. A primary focus of attention 
has been in the Trustees working closely with Mrs. Gehman in developments mov- 
ing toward a much needed on-line automated circulation and cataloguing system.

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Report of the Executive Secretary of: 
The Lakes Region Association 


Economic development is the mission of the Lakes Region Association. Our 
efforts are largely directed toward the promotion of tourism. These are accomplish- 
ed through a partnership of municipal, state, and local business support. The Town 
participation is a very important and very much appreciated element of the non- 
profit Lakes Region Association. 

The Where To Guide is a one hundred page publication produced by the 
Lakes Region Association. Each of the towns is represented in this guide with 
informational copy. 62,000 copies were published in 1989 and distributed to the 
travel trade and qualified consumers. 

The cooperative advertising program generated more than 40,000 requests 
for vacation information in 1989. 45% of these inquiries originated from the New 
York-New Jersey-Pennsylvania area. This group represents new consumers for 
the Lakes Region. Research found that 34.2% actually travelled here on vaca- 
tion. The economic impact of this program alone is significant. 

Tourism is a vital component of the Lakes Region economy. The quality of 
life which we enjoy as residents is reflected in many of the services and facilities 
which have grown from meeting the visitors’ needs. Maintaining and enhancing 
this environment will become increasingly important as we move into the 1990’s.

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Annual Report of 
The Libby Museum 1989 


Three special events brought the Museum into the black this year: a concert 
in July, underwritten by local residents, which demonstrated the superb acoustics 
of the large room; the annual reception in late August and an art auction of works 
exhibited at the Museum during the summer which had been contributed by the 
artists. Each event served to broaden the spectrum of visitors and over $4000 
was raised for operating funds. 

Admissions were up. The work of renovation and improvement went on with 
the addition of screen doors, designed and built by Rotarians, the materials for 
which were paid for by the Friends of the Libby Museum. 

A storage shed was built at the rear of the structure by industrial arts students 
of the Vocational/Technical Center at Kingswood High School for which the 
Wolfeboro Rotary Club gave a grant of $1000 to cover the cost of materials. 

Also given by the Friends, in addition to our bear, were a podium, public ad- 
dress system, a bookshelf and telephone table/chair. 

One effect of the renovated interior has been the attraction of requests for 
the use of the building for private functions aside from the Wednesday evening 
lectures, Nature Walks and the art exhibits. Policy guidance had to be sought from 
the Trustees on “‘extra-curricular’’ uses of the building. 

The opening, on Memorial Day, was handled by Boy Scout Troop 165 (the 
Abenaki chapter of the Daniel Webster Council) and their parents. Admission was 
free, refreshments were served and a record attendance got the Museum off to 
a good start. The re-arrangement of exhibits, made possible by the renovation, 
was done by the Scouts under the direction of Jamie Lucas, for whom it was a 
service project in his quest for the rank of Eagle Scout. 

Visits by school classes, with their teachers, is taking the place of groups from 
the summer camps, whose number is declining steadily. The second grade at 
Carpenter School, for one example, has a standing ‘‘date’’ with the Museum the 
last day of school each year. 

Previously they ate their box lunches on the front steps. This year, after Parks 
and Recreation Director Peter Brewitt and Tree Warden Bill Swaffield cleared trees 
to make a picnic area south of the building, the lunches were eaten there. 

Many of the winnowed items in the exhibits which had neither emanated from, 
nor had relevance to the Lakes Region were cleared out and given temporary 
storage at the Hospital Fair barns, courtesy of Earl Hobart. The flamingo cases 
and stand was later removed to Tod and Margie Blodget’s garage at the lake. 

The media: radio stations WASR,WEVO, and WLKZ: the magazines: THIS 
WEEK and THE LAKER: newspapers including the Granite State News, the 
Laconia Citizen and The Northern Light were particularly generous in providing 
space and interviews for Museum publicity. The Wolfeboro Times furnished space 
for a weekly column about Museum activities by the Curator. Sponsored adver- 
tisements for special events were paid for by both banks and the Avery Insurance 
Agency. 

All in all it was a banner year for the Museum - its 77th, and in the fall the 
Curator was enrolled in a new program in Museum Studies at Harvard - an even- 
ing course - through the courtesy of the Hurlburt Fund and the Trustees.

Report of the Planning Board 
for 1989 


In March 1989 Amanda Simpson was appointed to fill the long standing vacan- 
cy in the Town Planner position, enabling the Board at last to provide adequate, 
prompt evaluation of development proposals presented for approval. 

Amanda has a thorough and extensive knowledge of Federal and State laws 
and policies that regulate certain aspects of land use and she has an excellent 
knowledge of technical and environmental concerns that are part of every plan 
the Board sees. She rapidly assimilated Town regulations and policies, all because 
of her valuable experiences in prior employment. 

Now we are in a position whereby those developers who take advantage of 
opportunities to discuss all plan details with the Town Planner may in many in- 
stances have a plan approved and recorded in 30 days of the developer’s hear- 
ing before the Board. Some hae not yet taken advantage of this service and ex- 
perience delays and multiple hearings because of plans being unnecessarily 
incomplete. 

We hope that in 1990, with Amanda’s help we can at long last proceed with 
the required review of the 1980 Master Plan for which funds were appropriated 
in 2 prior years, which were not spent for reasons not in the Board’s control. The 
legislature is increasingly impatient with towns not keeping Master Plans up to 
date and now is the time to perform.

All services are 
provided under the orders of each client’s personal physician. Nursing services 
are available seven days a week; other services are available Monday through 
Friday.

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1989 Report of the Tree Warden 


1989 was a year that saw large amounts of tree pruning and only six new 
trees planted. However, the six that were planted were the centerpiece of the newly 
paved Back Bay parking lot adjacent to the Town Tennis Courts and Foss Field. 
We planted six large Marshall Ash Trees in the island, between the lamposts, to 
create shade for the cars and to cool the asphalt. 

The Libby Museum’s grounds underwent a major facelift last spring. With the 
Tree Warden and Recreation Department contributing, the area behind the 
museum was Cleared of brush, trees pruned, and a picnic area formed near the 
parking lot. This was a major undertaking because the grounds had been untouch- 
ed for many years. 

Various trees were fertilized and others pruned, as part of the ongoing pro- 
cess to keep our town trees healthy and growing. As Wolfeboro’s Tree Warden 
since 1976 | have overseen 251 new town trees planted along our streets. Some, 
such as the ones between the Town Offices and Carpenter School, have grown 
very fast and are quite large, providing good shade. 

1989 was the eighth year in a row that Wolfeboro was awarded the Tree 
City USA honor, joining only a few other towns in the State. The award is given 
by the National Arbor Day Foundation to cities and towns for excellence in tree care. 

Our Arbor Day celebration was held on May 9th at Carpenter School. The 
Wolfeboro Chapter of the Lakes Region Conservation Trust donated a Colorado 
Blue Spruce to Carpenter School for use as a living Christmas tree. The town’s 
1988 Tree City USA award was presented at the ceremony, along with a white 
and green Tree City USA flag which can be seen flying over Carpenter School daily.

Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
1989 Annual Report 


The Wolfeboro Conservation Commission continued to respond to citizen con- 
cern for the environment during 1989. The Clow Brook Wetlands was added to 
the existing Prime Wetlands Ordinance at the March 1989 Town Meeting. Increased 
awareness of environmental issues was reflected in the number of inquiries by 
those concerned with whether permits had been obtained from the Wetlands Board 
for specific projects; through citizens meeting with the Commission about solid 
waste concerns or the best environmental use of their property and by outstan- 
ding public support for natural resource protection. 

The Commission worked with the Town Planner in an effort to upgrade the 
Wetlands Ordinance to comply with the ‘‘no net loss of wetlands’’ mandate by 
President Bush. Two days were spent in Manchester with representatives from: 
US Army Corps of Engineers, NH Wetlands Board, Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, Fish and Wildlife, and experts from the scientific community. The new Federal 
Wetlands Manual is an effort to coordinate the various definitions of wetlands by 
soils, hydrology and vegetation. 

Ellie’s Woodland Walk at Ryefield Marsh received a new beaver pipe to con- 
trol water level. Thanks go to: Kimball’s Lumber Center for supplies, Fish and Game 
personnel and Commission members who donated labor. Also started in 1989 and 
continuing into the new decade is a joint program with the Alternative Education 
Class at Kingswood to open up trails, and make the area more accessible to han- 
dicapped and sure-footed alike. Many thanks to Friends of Ellie’s Walk for again 
contributing to yearly maintenance. Boundary markers were repainted and Bill 
Pottle provides a yearly update of wildlife activity he has observed. 

The town Highway Department has utilized gravel available to town property 
in the Beech Pond area, an area managed by the Conservation Commission. This 
resource has yielded approximately 3,500 yards, thus saving the cost of purchas- 
ing the fill. 

Efforts are underway to sponser Wolfeboro youth to Conservation Camp as 
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had been done in the past. Society for the Protection of NH Forests and Carroll 
County Cooperative Extension Service offer educational programs. 

Also reinstated for delivery in spring of 1990, was the purchase of seedlings 
for wildlife from the state (DRED). These will be free to the public on a reservation 
basis to be announced upon confirmation of the order. 

Many reviews were made by the Commission of projects possibly in violation 
of state wetlands permitting procedures. In addition over 70 dredge and fill ap- 
plications were received and virtually all viewed in the field. Island inspections 
have been possible thanls to the assistance of Paul Bennett and Robert Hanson. 

We can only attempt to express our gratitude for the overwhelming public 
support of the Commission’s donation to the Wolfeboro Chapter of the Lakes 
Region Conservation Trust for the preservation of natural resources and the Knights 
Pond Watershed. 

It is through the efforts of all members assisting the public that the Commis- 
sion has earned a reputation with state Wetlands Board personnel as one of the 
most helpful in the state. The members attend many seminars, classes, hearings, 
and educational field trips. They are faithful whether called upon in fair, rainy or 
freezing weather. They give freely of their Friday mornings in addition to the regular 
monthly meeting time. As their chairman, | applaud their committment and thank 
them for their support which has allowed me to proudly represent them as a 
member of the NH Association of Conservation Commission Board of Directors.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an 
average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires 
kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris bur- 
ning fires that escaped control. All these causes are preventable, but only with 
your help. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire preven- 
tion. By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or caused to be burned 
any material, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first ob- 
taining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where 
the burning is to be done. 

Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire are misdemeanors punishable of fines up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and 
you are also liable for paying all fire suppression cost. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires in 
Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield, and Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire 
on Mt. Belknap in Gilford.

The Fire Department answered a total of 215 alarms for the year which con- 
sisted of 40 box alarms, 151 still alarms, 1 forest fire and 23 engineer calls. 

In responding to the calls 3,123 miles were traveled, 1,798 man hours of labor 
utilized, 100 feet of 3%4 inch hose, 3100 feet of 1 inch hose, 1000 feet of 1% inch 
hose, 2150 feet of 134 inch hose, 200 feet of 2 inch hose, 400 feet of 2% inch 
hose, 6400 feet of 3 inch hose were used and 950 feet of ladders were raised. 

The members of the department put on a fire prevention class at Carpenter 
School for the first grade through the sixth grade and also at the Nursery School. 
They assisted Huggins Hospital, Carpenter School and Kingswood High School 
with fire drills. Fire extinguisher classes were held at Huggins Hospital. The 
members inspected 126 oil burner installations, 8 day care homes, 22 places of 
assembly and 50 chimney and wood stove installations. 

One member attended a three day course at Sturbridge Village, MA. Thir- 
teen members attended a Haz-Mat class at the Wolfeboro Fire Station. One 
member attended a course on NFPA 101 Life Safety Code at Marlboro, MA. One 
member attended an Emergency Management Class at Manchester, N.H. and 
a one week course on ventilation at Portland, Ore. One member went with the 
N.H. Forest Fire Fighters to fight the fires in Idaho. Six members passed the Fire 
Fighter Level | course at Central Station. 

Some fire alarm boxes were moved to new poles, boxes were painted, pole 
signs were put up, new batteries were put in the fire alarm system, 5,000 feet 
of fire alarm wire was replaced during the year. The trailer at the armory was us- 
ed several times for fire drills. 

Air mask, ventilation and rescue drills were held at the armory. Portable pump 
operation, relay pumping, search and rescue in an old house filled with smoke 
and drills on pre plan operation were held. 

The following new equipment was purchased during the year: one air mask, one 
portable radio, one pager, 700 fee of 3 inch hose and miscellaneous small adapters. 
Some boots, coats and turn out pants were replaced for the call men. 

Sincere thanks are extended to the town officers and departments for their 

assistance throughout the year and a special thanks to all call men.

Town of Wolfeboro 
Department of Rescue 
Annual Report 


To the citizens of the Town of Wolfeboro, | take pleasure in presenting the 
Department of Rescue’s annual report for 1989. 

1989 was an interesting year from the standpoint of rescue runs as we were 
extremely busy for short periods of time, then a number of days would pass with 
no calls. This has happened in the past but the phenomenon was much more pro- 
nounced this year. During 1989 we answered 201 calls for assistance, which were 
broken down as follows; 34 motor vehicle accidents; 119 medicals; 38 fires and 
10 miscellaneous runs. 

During 1989 we responded to another first for us; a bank collapse. Utilizing 
our trench rescue equipment (the supplies for which were so willingly donated 
by Diamond Lumber, Winnipesaukee Lumber, Bradley’s Hardware and Wolfeboro 
Hardware), we were able to assist other area departments to successfully effect 
the rescue of a man who was buried in a sandpit. 

Several of our department members attended an intensive three day Emergen- 
cy Medical Technician recertification program to stay certified to render medical 
assistance to those that require it. Furthermore, the department met twice a month 
to sharpen their rescue skills and/or learn new ones. Many new hazards to rescuers 
have appeared on late model motor vehicles, and your department is now familiar 
with all of them. Two members completed a Hazardous Materials course that was 
given here at Wolfeboro. Members of the department successfully completed a 
2 and 12 day Trench Rescue course this summer which paid dividends as men- 
tioned in the previous paragraph. As a note of interest, Wolfeboro is one of the 
only two towns in New Hampshire that has a trench rescue unit in service, the 
other being in North Conway. One of our members became I.V. certified which 
is an advanced level of medical training. 

Lieutenant William ‘‘Terry’’ Wood retired from the squad this year, and was 
replaced by Eliot Wyman in the Executive Officer’s position. We all wish Terry 
much success in the future and extend our heart felt thanks for all the fine work 
he did with us. 

During 1989 we instituted a Rescue Cadet program, which is limited to three 
individuals at a given time. These cadets go through all the rescue training that 
the regular membership does, and take emergency care courses as they become 
available. The cadets must maintain good grades as well as follow all the rules 
and regulations of the department. The major restraint that they must comply with 
is that they cannot be placed in a hazardous situation. At motor vehicle accident 
scenes, for example, they can carry out tasks such as directing traffic, getting 
equipment, etc. To date two of the three cadets have recertified in basic C.P.R., 
one is preparing to take the course and one is enrolled in a basic E.M.T. course. 
One of the big advantages of the cadet program is that once a cadet turns 18 
(the entrance age is 16) he/she is fully trained and becomes a regular member 
of the department. We are very pleased that one of our cadets is planning to con- 
tinue his education following high school and enter the New Hampshire Technical 
Institure to become a Nationally Registered Paramedic. Our department owes 
special thanks to Cadets Will Riley, Chris Ouellette and Mike Bedley for the ex- 
cellent job they have done for us. Needless to say, the program has been a re- 
sounding success! 

As the Rescue Squad enters its 25th year of operation for the Town of 
Wolfeboro, it is only fitting that we briefly reflect on the organization. The depart- 
ment since its inception has been dedicated to bringing the best possible care 
to our people and to volunteers. If we use a figure of 5,000 residents, it only costs 
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each person $1.70 per year (a little more than the price for a pack of cigarettes) 

to have a heavy rescue and first responder medical system available 24 hours 
a day, 7 days a week. Back that up with the professional ambulance service that 
we have in town and one finds that Wolfeboro is indeed fortunate to have the high 
quality of service that it does. 

The high point of 1989 was the overwhelming approval by the Town Meeting 
voters of a new heavy rescue vehicle to replace the present almost 22 year old 
truck. Five years of work went into the project during which time design input was 
received from Mr. Harvey Grant (noted National Rescue Training Expert) Presi- 
dent of Rescue Training Associates, Claymont, Delaware and Chief Robert P. Wood 
(well known for his emergency vehicle design specification ability), Durham-UNH 
Fire Department, Durham, New Hampshire. Both of these men donated their time 
at no cost to the town. Because the new truck that is being built is not the same 
as the one originally specified, the officers of the Rescue Department have work- 
ed with the company to be sure that the emergency unit that arrives in Wolfeboro 
will be as close as possible to the original design. As the new vehicle is shorter 
by two feet than what was originally specified, interior and exterior compartments 
had to be redesigned and emergency equipment location had to be repositioned. 
These changes were made to be sure that we would have a piece of apparatus 
that will allow us to operate at maximum efficiency in a given rescue situation.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 
31, 1988, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opi- 
nion on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing stan- 
dards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting 
the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. 
We believe that our audti provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include 
the general fixed assets account group, which should be included to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded 
in the general fixed asset account group is not known. 

As more fully described in Note 11 to the financial statements, certain fixed 
assets acquired by the enterprise fund (water/sewer department) with federal grants 
and long-term debt proceeds have not been recorded. In our opinion, generally 
accepted accounting principles require that such fixed assets be capitalized, with 
depreciation recognized thereon, and that the bonds payable be recorded as a 
liability of the enterprise fund. 

As described more fully in Note 1 to the financial statements, the Town does 
not accrue the current portion of accumulated sick and vacation pay in the general 
fund in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The effect on 
the combined financial statements of this departure from generally accepted ac- 
counting principles cannot be determined. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omis- 
sion described in the third paragraph, and except for the departure from general- 
ly accepted accounting principles as described in the fifth paragraph, and except 
for the balance sheet and the statements of revenues, expenses, and changes 
in retained earnings, and cash flows of the enterprise fund (water/sewer depart- 
ment) which, because of the effects of the matter discussed in the fourth paragraph, 
are not presented in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles, 
the combined financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of 
December 31, 1988 and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its pro- 
prietary fund types for the year then ended in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

Our examiniation was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the com- 
bined financial statements taken as a whole. The accompanying combining and 
individual fund financial statements listed as supporting schedules in the table 
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of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a re- 
quired part of the cominged financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire. The information has been subjected to the procedures applied in the 
examination of the combined financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated 
in all material respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as 
a whole.
